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Triumphs called home 
Triumph's first major product 
recall of the John Bloor era 
since production of the famous 
British marque restarted seven 
years ago was implemented at 
the end of September, when 
owners of the earliest new-gen- 
eration T500-series triples built 
in the first six weeks of pro- 
duction were asked to return 
them to their local Triumph 
dealer for replacement of the 
tubular-alloy frame. This pre- 
cautionary step followed a 
handful of increasingly well- 
publicized instances where the 
front part of the chassis - 
which consists of cast-alloy 
components welded together 
at the Triumph factory to com- 
prise the frame - had cracked 
along a weld, with predictable 
and inevitable results. 

"The problem was that, on 
these early frames, we used a 
welding wire which wasn't 
ductile enough to absorb a sig- 
nificant impact, such as in an 
accident or hitting a curb hard, 
without cracking," says Tri- 


umph spokesman Bruno Tagliaferri. "In every case where the frame cracked along a weld, we determined on investigation it was 
as the result of such an impact: Our daily sample testing at the manufacturing stage since early December includes load-testing 
equating to two tons being applied to the frontal area of the chassis, 
But in any case, we changed to more-ductile welding wire after six weeks of production, which results in a more commonly wit- 
nessed bending as opposed to weld fracturing upon impact. Even the early frames aren't at risk during normal riding, but by 
replacing them all, we hope to reinstate customer confidence, as well as protect the residual value of our motorcycles."

Interestingly, only a few T509 Speed Triples were fitted with the rogue frames, since production of this model began later than 
the T595 Daytona. But several of these first T509s went straight onto the race track for the Speed Triple Challenge race series, 
which began early in the production cycle, and it's understood that not a single one of these bikes has suffered from a cracked 
frame in the course of what might be termed cruel and unusual punish-

New Triumph sport tourer 

Triumph took a back seat at the 1997 
Milan and Paris Shows, leaving its Ital- 
ian and Japanese rivals free to debut an 
array of high-profile new sportbikes, 
while launching just the Sport version of 
the Thunderbird cruiser as its only new 
"98 model, complete with dirt track- 
derived styling and uprated engine/ 
chassis specification, compared to the 
base T-Bird. 

Instead, Triumph is concentrating on 
trying to meet demand for the new-gen- 
eration T509/T595 triples, which are still 
back-ordered, especially in the home 
British market. But alongside the four- 
cylinder fuel-injected 600cc supersport 
contender they're known to be working 
on for a model-year 2000 launch, Tri- 
umph management has some major new 
models in the pipeline - at least a couple 
of which will make their debut in 
Munich or Cologne a year from now. 

Look at the '98 Honda lineup for a 
clue as to what one of these is now 
understood to be: a three-cylinder sport- 
touring rival for the new VFR, to plug 
an upmarket all-arounder gap in the 
range that Triumph management appar- 
ently feels is an area in which they're 
weak, bearing significant potential for 
the British marque. The new "TFR" is 
likely to be closely based on the T595 
Daytona, using a revised version of its 
955cc new-generation three-cylinder 
engine, detuned to produce around 110- 
hp but revamped to deliver a broader 


spread of power than Tri- 
umph's 130-hp sportbike, 
while still fitted with its 
sophisticated Sagem multi- 
point fuel-injection/engine- 
management package. 

It'S believed that, notwith- 
standing the recent recall of 
the early-production tubular- 
alloy chassis fitted to the first 
T509/T595 bikes built (see 
above), Triumph is planning to 
use this trademark frame on 
its new sport tourer, which 
will have completely new, 
still-very-distinctive two- 
seater styling, with a taller 
screen and more-enveloping 
bodywork compared to the 
Daytona. 

However though an exten- 
sive range of touring options, 
including luggage, are bound 
to be marketed alongside the 
new sport touring triple, the 
"TFR" won't be as much a full- 
on a touring model as the 
existing Trophy, which will 
continue in production in both 
900/1200cc guise - though 
maybe with shaft drive for the 
new millenium?

Name game 
What's in a name? Well, sometimes it's the way you write it that counts, especially in 
terms of corporate image and product placement in the marketplace. The takeover of 
Ducati by American investment group TPG has inevitably led to changes in manage- 
ment style as well as substance, so far most noticeably in the area of corporate identity. 
Making its debut at the Milan Show last month was a new Ducati Motor corporate 
logo, as well as (more recognizably) new lettering for the Ducati name, which will 
appear henceforth on all desmo motorcycles made in Bologna. 
The work of Massimo Vignelli, a world-rerenouned graphic designer and creator of

several famous North American corporate symbols, including the American Airlines 
logo, was considered when it was realized that the need for the new Ducati typeface 
was paramount, admits TPG, to distinguish the newly independent Ducati Motor com- 
pany from its former owner, the Cagiva Group, with which it shared the same design 
of lettering. 

To come up with the new design, Vignelli says he reached into Ducati's past - back 
into the days before Ducati made motorcycles, when the family-owned company was 
one of Europe's leading manufacturers of pocket cameras and small radios. 

“In the years preceding World War II and afterward, Ducati was one of the few 
European companies with a complete corporate identity, which was reflected in every- 
thing related to the brand," he declares. "From the design of the logo to communica- 
tions material, from the offices to the furniture, from packing materials to employee 
uniforms, every detail was designed with care and style - not to show. off, just to work 
well." 

The new Ducati typestyle harks back to the clean, modernist lettering that appeared 
on Paul Smart's 1972 Imola 200-winning desmo V-twin and later works racers, and 
seemed to meet with universal approval from company outsiders at Milan. This is 
more than can be said for the other half of Vignelli's work, though - the new*Ducati cor- 
porate symbol consisting of a black circle bisected from top to bottom by a slanted line. 
Popular opinion was that this resembled un gettone, a token used in Italian car washes - 
as indeed it does. 

Strangely, no explanation of the rationale behind this eccentric choice of symbol was 
provided in the Ducati publicity material heralding the changes; maybe Vignelli forgot - 
to tell them why. Still, it sure beats the Cagiva elephant symbol that used to afflict late- 
'80s desmos before the Castiglionis were persuaded of the errors of their ways!

Magni Guzzi makes more 

Not displaying its wares at the Milan 
Show on the grounds of cost but still 
very much in business is Italian special- 
ist manufacturer Magni, whose line of 
Moto Guzzi-engined bikes will be 
extended in 1998 by a new model devel- 
oped in response to Magni's Japanese 
importer, Fukuda Motors. 

This is a full-fairing version of the 
Sfida 1100 neoclassic sportbike powered 
by the fuel-injected version of the Guzzi 
1100 pushrod motor. This has been in 
production for the last 18 months, with 
the majority of the bikes built going to 
Japan. 

Production of the new Magni Giap- 
pone 52 will begin in March of next 
year, says company boss Giovanni 
Magni, and each bike will be painted in 
the red-and-silver MV Agusta colors, to 
denote his father Arturo's two-decade- 
long connection as chief mechanic with 
the famous Italian race team, which he 
joined from rivals Gilera in, er, 1952 - 
hence the name of the bike, of which 
only 52 individually numbered exam- 
ples will be constructed! 


Honda courting Gilera? 

This isn't the first time a 600cc Gilera 
four has been a subject of speculation 
(see box): Back in 1990, Piaggio revealed 
a deal with Honda to purchase CBR600 
engines in order to create an Italian-built 
supersport contender the quick and easy 
way. The deal fell apart with the closure 
of the Gilera factory and the Italian mar- 
que's withdrawal from the motorcycle 
market - but Piaggio's evidently 
reawakened enthusiasm for the project, 
coupled with Honda's top manage- 
ment's announcement at the Paris Show 
that they are exploring closer links with 
various European manufacturers, 
including the establishment of joint ven-

past glories. 
Given that Piaggio is owned by the Agnelli family, whose Fiat car group now includes 
Ferrari, Maserati and Alfa Romeo among its array of trophy marques, the world's third-largest manufacturer of powered 


two-wheelers apparently needs no lessons in how to earn a profit from the history books.

remember the Gilera domination of 500cc Grand Prix racing in the 1950s - this year is the 
40th anniversary of Bob McIntyre's historic TT victory on a Gilera, when he became the 
first man to lap the Isle of Man TT course at over the magic “ton” (100 mph) - but also 
seems short-sighted, given the inherent value in today's world of such a historic name. 
With Benelli, MV Agusta and Moto Guzzi all making a motorcycling comeback to the 
marketplace under new owners who understand the commercial potential of such leg- 
endary marques, the pressure has been increasing on Piaggio to revive the Gilera name 
and start making motorcycles bearing it again - if only to be in a position to cash in on its 


Though the chances of a Piaggio-developed World Superbike contender bearing the Gilera name being ready to race head 
to head against the MV Agusta F4 are very slight, sources in Italy insist that Piaggio is working on a four-cylinder 600cc 
supersport Gilera project, which, however, hasn't yet reached the stage of being definitely approved for production. 

Lucio Masut, Piaggio's chief engineer (by coincidence, he occupied the same post with Gilera until 1989) recently went on 
the record in an interview with an Italian journalist to admit by implication the existence of the Gilera 600cc project, when he 


stated that "nothing has been decided yet." 


Asked in person at the Milan Show to elaborate on this, Masut said only, "I can't talk about this; it's too early to make any 


definite statement."

Ducati ups the ante 

Ducati production has now increased to 
140 units per day, according to company 
manager Massimo Bordi, resulting in a 
27,000-bike total production for the 1997 
model year. For 1998, volume is project- 
ed to rise to 31,000 bikes in total, with an 
increase to a production level of 150 
units per day by the time manufacture 


of the new Pierre Terblanche-designed 
fuel-injected 90055 begins in March. 

As the only completely new Ducati 
model planned for the coming year, this 
will be the main production target for 
'98. The non-appearance of the expected 
ST4 at Milan - an uprated example of 
the 944cc two-valve ST2 powered by a 
revised version of the 916's otto valvole 
superbike motor - is attributed by 
Ducati insiders to the fact the ST2 was 
late getting into production, and to the 
desire not to let it overlap in the market- 
place with a relatively similar new 
model. 

But the ST4 looks set to be launched 
at the Munich Show in a year's time, 
giving mile-eating sport touring perfor- 
mance - at a price - to match Honda's 
new VFR, which by no coincidence uses 
a modified version of the fuel-injected 
RC45 motor that just defeated the 916 
desmo V-twin for the '97 World Super- 
bike crown! 

Maybe by then Ducati will have 
regained its world title, to set the ST4 on 
its way. And then, of course, there'll be 
the new Triumph "TFR" triple: Hmmm 
- if '98 is surely the year of the sportbike, 
‘99 looks certain to be sport-tourer terri-

LISBON, OH, OCT. 12 
eam Suzuki came out firing both 
barrels at round 12 of the AMA 
Grand National Cross Country 
series, banking on the element of sur- 
prise to keep afloat the long-shot cham- 
pionship hopes of team member Steve 
Hatch. 

After suffering a broken back at 
round 10.in Mount Morris, Pennsylva- 
nia, on September 21, Hatch returned to 
racing less than a month later, much to 
the surprise of everyone except for those 
pitted under the Suzuki canopy. Need- 
ing a second-place finish at this round 
and a win the following week to take 
the title, Hatch had a slim (given his 
condition) but very real chance at wrest- 
ing the number-one plate away from 
Team Honda's Scott Summers at the 
very last moment. 

Summers had been awarded his fifth 
GNCC championship trophy and cham- 
pagne at the conclusion of the previous 
round in Indiana after taking a third- 
place finish. All other competitors had 
been mathematically eliminated by 
day's end, and in a phone conversation 
with track announcer John Ayers during 
the event, Hatch relayed to the crowd 
that he would not be in attendance at 
the final two rounds. The necessity of 
wearing a back brace eliminated the 
possibility of a '97 return to GNCC rac- 
ing, and it was time to concentrate on a 
strong return at the 1998 opener in 
Ocala, Hatch said. : 

In the days just prior to this round,

when asked if Suzuki's drive to win a 
title would put Hatch back on a motor- 
cycle prematurely, team manager Mike 
Webb responded, "I wouldn't ever 
make Steve do anything that he didn't 
want to do." 

Apparently, Steve Hatch wanted to 
race. 

Suzuki's plan worked to perfection, 
with Hatch getting the holeshot and 
running as high as the necessary second 
place until he was forced to quit in the 
late stages due to ignition problems. 
Reluctantly aiding his cause was new 
champion Summers, who broke his left 
fibula (lower leg) in a jarring crash on 
lap three. Both riders were now conclu- 
sively done for the year, and the Sum- 
mers camp will once again be home to 
the number-one plate, without question. 

Though the action in the pits sur- 
rounding Hatch's return drew its fair 
share of attention, it could not overshad- 
ow the nearly flawless ride of 1993 
GNCC Champion Fred Andrews. The 
Andrews Racing/Team Yamaha rider 
has been the only pro competitor to 
make it to the podium at each of the 
four races since the summer schedule 
break, finally adding a win to his year's 
race results. 

"Usually, on the last lap, I'm just 
thinking, "Don't fall, don't do this, do 
that," the popular hometown hero 
Andrews told the victory-circle crowd, 
“but today I was just thinking about 
how I was gonna spend the money!" 

Andrews led from lap one to the fin- 
ish, holding off a charge from second 
overall Scott Plessinger that was slowed

when his KTM ran out of gas on the 
eighth and final lap. Plessinger's second 
place marked his return to the top three 
after a disappointing string of DNFs 
that have marred his 1997 title chase. 
Sport Cycles Racing /Team Yamaha's 
Doug Blackwell finished third for his 
best season-to-date ride, followed by 
Team Suzuki's Rodney Smith and 
SCR/Team Yamaha's Duane Conner. 

Beautiful fall weather greeted the 
GNCC tour at the Northeastern Ohio 
round, with temperatures in the low 70s 
and clear blue skies. The 8-mile cross 
country course utilized public riding 
areas combined with a tight and techni- 
cal, rooted 3-mile section of virgin trail 
that led riders through mud and hilly 
switchbacks before entering the specta- 
tor grass-track area in view of the pits. 
As is often done when possible, riders 
were also routed briefly into spectator 
view halfway around each lap. Though 
dust would be present over part of the 
trail, it would not be the factor that it 
was at the previous round in Indiana. 

А couple of well-known faces were 
making their GNCC debut at Lisbon. 
Former AMA National MX champion 
Gary Semics lined up for the Senior A 
over 40 class, and Paris-to-Dakar finalist 
and Cycle World editor Jimmy Lewis 
entered the Pro class. Semics was born 
and raised in Lisbon and continues to 
make his home there. 

"Lisbon's my hometown, and I used 
to race hare scrambles back in the late 
"605 and early '70s around here," Semics 
said. "They were two-hour hare scram- 
bles, but that was the last time that I've 












ridden anything like this. I just wanted 
to do it because it was in my hometown, 
and I wanted to see what it was like." 

The 43-year-old Semics would go on 
to take top honors in his class. 

Lewis was in town for a taste of 

GNCC racing as part of a Scott Sum- 
mers article-he was writing for Cycle 
World. Wearing similar gear to Sum- 
mers, and riding a Honda XR250, 
Lewis would place a credible 20th over- 
all in his first foray into Eastern woods 
riding. : 
As he has done at most every event 
this year, Hatch put his Suzuki into the 
lead around turn one. Undeniably the 
fastest starter on the circuit, the former 
New Yorker did exactly what he needed 
to do in order to keep his championship 
hopes alive and led the 16-rider field 
around turn two and into the woods. 
Hot on his heels were teammate and 
defending AMA National Hare Scram- 
bles Champion Rodney Smith, the 
Yamahas of Conner, Blackwell and 
Andrews, and the. Kawasakis of Brian 
Keegan and Mike Sampson. The KTM 
trio of Plessinger, Jason Dahners and 
1997 AMA National Enduro Champion 
Mike Lafferty completed the top 10 at 
the start. Summers and his big XR 
endured a typically less-than-stellar 
start and set about making up time from 
the rear of the pack. : 

Andrews' first lap would be his most 
eventful, and not in the way that one 
would necessarily choose to begin a race 
day. 

"à went down right after the start and 
hit a steel post when my front wheel slid 
out - it was a little muddy. I hit my 
shoulder pretty good and it tore off my 
shoulder pads. Then I caught a thorn 
bush with my face, going through the 
creek,” Andrews related while looking 
at his bloodied jersey. “It’s all just а part 
of racing." 

Despite the difficulties, the Yamaha . 
rider found his way to the front by the 
end of lap one, with teammate Jimmy 
Jarrett apparently right on his heels, 
much to the delight of the crowd. Jar- 
rett's rise to the front was nothing short 
of spectacular, considering his dead-last 
start, but the glory was short-lived. In 
his race to make up time, Jarrett had fol- 
lowed a lost rider off the course and got 
turned around, re-entering the trail at a 
spot that led to his disqualification. 
Despite this being an honest mistake on 
his part, the local rider was forced to sit 
out the rest of the day. 

Fourteen seconds behind Andrews 
was Hatch, with Blackwell and Smith in 
tow. Ten seconds behind them was 
Summers, who had a similar lead on the 
freight train composed of Conner, Kee- 
gan, Plessinger, Dahners and Lafferty. 

During lap two, Summers' season 
came to an end on a fast section of dusty 
trail. His boot removed and pant leg cut 
away to reveal his broken left leg, Sum- 
mers spoke to the crowd after returning 
to the pits on the rear of a course mar- 
shal's quadcycle. 

"My fork leg caught a tree stump, 
and it threw me and the bike sideways, 
into a tree," Summer said. "I hit first, 
and the bike hit my leg below the knee. 
l've got a broken tibia or fibula, or 
maybe both." 

With that, Summers was off to the 
hospital to await the news of Hatch's 
eventual championship-challenging fin- 
ish. 

Smith was also encountering difficul- 
ties on the first laps that would make his 
eventual finish well-earned. 

“I couldn't do anything right the first 
couple of laps," Smith said. "I smelled 
radiator fluid and thought I had a radia- 








tor leak, so we pulled over just after I 
caught up to Freddy. I pulled back out 
in fourth and tried to pass Blackwell 
down in the mudhole, and went over 
the bars. I lost a couple more positions, 
and then I got stuck in the next mud- 
hole. On the next lap, two lappers got in 
my way, and they got us stuck in the 
mudhole, and there were vines wrapped 
in the bike. I tweaked my knee... 

I just couldn't do anything right on 
laps two, three and four." 

By the race's midpoint, a challenge 
for the lead was materializing in the 
form of Plessinger and his '98 KTM 200. 
On lap four, Plessinger took over the 
runner-up slot, relegating Hatch to 
third. Blackwell and Conner completed 
the top five. 

Just outside the top 10 was Cycle 
Gear/Team Yamaha's Randy Hawkins, 
who had been dealing with difficulty 
from the start. ; 

"I made a bad decision," Hawkins 
admitted later. “We made some suspen- 
sion changes this past week, and we 
didn't test them in roots like this (trail 
has). I can really sympathize with Scott 
(Plessinger's) problems this year... If the 
bike's not working right, it just makes it 
that much harder to make up time." 

With three laps to go, Plessinger felt 
good about where he was. 

“I felt really good," Plessinger said. 
“1 got a big burst of energy there three 
laps from the end, and I thought, ‘Well, 
I can go the distance.' I knew places 


where those guys were killing me (on - 


bigger machines) in the deep silt, but 
other places I felt like I was going faster 
than they were. I can't believe how fast 
this bike is for a 200. It doesn't really 
give up anything to these 250s." 

It was just. after the halfway point 
that. Hatch's Cinderella charge at the 
championship began to come undone. 
Riding well enough to earn the second 
overall necessary to keep Suzuki's 
championship hopes alive, it was the 
machine and not the man that would 
eventually call an end to his race on the 
next-to-last lap. 

"Yeah, the (ignition) flywheel just 
came apart, which Гуе never seen in my 
entire career,” a dejected Hatch related 
from the Suzuki pits, pointing to the 
silent number-three machine. "We'll just 
have to chalk it up to experience, unfor- 
tunately. I felt good, but my back was 
still definitely sore and hurt because 1 
haven't been able to do anything the last 
four weeks. I was just glad to be hang- 
ing around in there in the top five, so 
that was good. I had a lot left for the last 
lap, which I was planning on saving, 
since I wasn't as healthy as usual. I was 
riding real safe and conservative and 
wanted to get a top two, for sure, but 
that's the way it goes. We'll be back next 
year." | 

The final lap saw the top five unde- 
cided until the wave of the checkers. 
Andrews' lead was a healthy 48 sec- 
onds, but behind him a skirmish for the 
top spots was going on, as Plessinger 
had backed off a bit by the final lap. 

"I started getting tired the last two 
laps, and Fred just started pulling away 
from me,” Plessinger said. 

Definitely not part of the plan was 
the former GNCC champ's next turn of 
events. 

"About halfway through the last lap, 
the bike started running lean, and it ran 
out of gas and stopped completely!" 
Plessinger said. "I put it on reserve, and 
they got me some gas after about four 
miles on reserve. I could hear Blackwell 
coming through the woods." 

Gassed trailside and away just before 
Blackwell's Yamaha reached him, 


Plessinger crossed the line 36 seconds 
behind winner Andrews. Blackwell 
trailed in just 11 seconds off the runner- 
up position for his best of the year. 

There are those who would argue 
that for Andrews, winning an overall 
has not been a matter of "if" but 
“when.” Riding extremely well in the 
second half of the season after overcom- 
ing a back injury which forced him out 
of four events early in the year, 
Andrews put on a clinic at Lisbon. 

"It's been a long year," Andrews said. 
“I was hurt and people had their doubts 
in me. People probably think I ride this 
place every day (Lisbon is 30 miles from 
his home in Salem), but Гуе been here 
(only) twice - once last year and now 
today. I don't know this place any better 
than anybody else. I just had a lot of 
heart today, and I needed to win some 
races! I wasn't tired at all, and I wasn't 
worried about them catching me. I just 


rode really hard and rode my own race." 


Blackwell, still recovering from a 
rotator-cuff shoulder injury, was obvi- 
ously pleased with third position. 

"It was just a really good day; every- 
thing seemed to go my way," Blackwell 
said. "I just kind of let things sort them- 
selves out. Everybody was just jockey- 
ing for position there, and I just stayed 
smooth and rode my own race. Once I 
got to the gas, we got a good charge 
going." 

Out on the track, fourth through 
sixth had yet to be decided. Smith had 
started the lap in sixth but rose to fourth 
by race's end, passing Conner and 
retired teammate Hatch. Displaying the 
perseverance that defines champions, 
Smith had risen five spots in the last two 
laps. 

Conner claimed fifth with Keegan 
knocking on his back door, just one sec- 
ond separating the two riders. Conner 
was happy with his race but had to deal 
with effects recurring from his serious 
hand injury earlier in the year. 

“I rode really good the whole time,” 
Conner said. “I think I stayed in the top 
four or so overall for most of the race. 
On the second-to-last lap, there was a 
mudhole that we were jumping, and I 
hit neutral and went over the bars big- 
time and hurt my wrist. Rodney Smith 
caught me on the last lap, and passed, 
and he was going so good that I 
couldn’t really hold on and keep up. It 
felt good to finish this race and be right 
on the pace, though. Next week should 
be good for us.” 

Team Green Kawasaki's Keegan put 
in another consistent ride, nearly snatch- 
ing the fifth spot from Conner. In sev- 
enth and eighth overall were KTM rid- 
ers Dahners and Lafferty. Barry Hawk, 
250cc A-class and quadcycle star, earned 
his fourth straight finish inside of the 
top 10 overall, taking ninth just ahead of 
Hawkins. €N

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SPORTBIKE

LE CASTELLET, FRANCE, OCT. 17-18 

he engineering concept for the 
new Kawasaki ZX-9R was simple 
enough: Take the existing ZX-9 
and throw it in the trash. Okay, keep the 
name - for old times’ sake. 

While simply giving the Ninja a 
makeover and placing it on a diet may 
have sufficed, it wasn't enough to satis- 
fy the engineers at Kawasaki. They 
wanted more. The bike had to be lighter, 
it had to be more powerful, it had to 
handle better... and it had to be compact. 
Not even a starvation diet would 
accomplish the changes they'd penciled 
in, so they wiped the slate clean and 
started from scratch. The result: the 1998 
Kawasaki ZX-9R and its credo - "New 
Generation Supersports." 

And if you still don't think the boys 
at the Big K were serious about the 
newest Ninja, try this on for size: "This 
is not a sports tourer,"says chassis 
designer Yoshinobo Yamamoto. "This is 
a racer replica." 

Not surprisingly, Kawasaki elected 
to introduce its new ZX-9R to the 
world's motorcycling press at a race 
track. Not just any race track, but one 
with history, prestige, notoriety... and a 
very long back straight - the Circuit Paul 
Ricard in the south of France, with its 
world-renowned Mistral Straight. 

With a goal of getting more power, 
less weight and a decrease in its overall 
size, Kawasaki went to work on 
redesigning the 899cc in-line four - from 
the inside out. And what they ended up 
with more closely resembles the ZX-6R 
than the old 900. The lighter crankshaft

now measures in at 133mm 
(14mm narrower than the 
B-motor that was intro- 
duced. in 1994) and 58mm 
(12mm shorter than the old 
motor) while the cylimder- 
head size and weight has 
been reduced by replacing 
the cam followers with 
direct valve actuation. A 
more oversquare bore x 
stroke (75 x 50.9mm com- 
pared to 73 x 53.7mm on 
the old motor) allows for larger valves 
(up 1mm in diameter to 30mm and 
26mm) and a narrower valve angle 
(intake 12 degrees, exhaust 13 degrees). 
The redesigned powerplant also gets 
straighter intake ports for improved 
flow. To further reduce weight, the 
engine cases were thickness-balanced. 

The new engine also gets the trendy 
plug-mounted stick coils that further 
reduce weight while eliminating the 
space taken up by conventional coils 
and wires (saving almost 16 ounces). 
Kawasaki also claims that the coils help 
the bike gain high-rpm performance, as 
spark-dropout rate has been virtually 
eliminated and high-rpm combustion 
efficiency is improved. 

Kawasaki has also replaced its chain- 
driven alternator (located behind the 
cylinders on the old motor) with a 
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crank-mounted generator, a unit that 
Kawasaki claims provides the needed 
output without compromising crank- 
shaft length. Magnesium is also used on 
the engine covers to help in weight 
reduction. 

The ZX-9R's 40mm carbs are also fit- 
ted with the company's K-TRIC 
(Kawasaki Throttle Responsive Ignition 
Control) throttle-position sensor. The 
sensor, located on the right end of the 
carburetor-throttle shaft, allows the igni- 
tion timing to be set based on both 
engine rpm and load - improving 
response at throttle openings between 
one-eighth and one-quarter. The sensor 
also senses opening speed so that when 
the throttle is opened quickly in the 
middle and upper rpm ranges, ignition 
timing is further advanced to improve 
acceleration. In an effort to rid the 
engine of any detonation, K-TRIC 





retards ignition timing if the throttle is 
opened more than one-quarter between 
800 and 1500 rpm. The end result of all 
that techno-babble is a three-dimension- 
al timing curve designed to provide 
quicker throttle response and improved 
fuel efficiency at any engine speed. 

The clutch has also been redone, 
using the same-size plates as those 
found in the ZX-6R. In addition, the 
five-spring clutch eliminates the back 
torque limiter, and cable-clutch actua- 
tion replaces the hydraulic unit - for 
reduced weight, naturally. 

As far as the six-speed transmission 
goes, the shaft now features involuted 
splines and a 14mm-shorter distance 
between the input and output shafts, 
allowing for a shorter engine design. 

The thing that stands out the most 
when you first see the ZX-9R is its titani- 
um exhaust canister. Those markets with 





























more sensitive environmental concerns 
(i.e., California) won't get the trick-look- 
ing canister, but will get the Kawasaki 
Low Exhaust Emission (KLEEN) catalyt- 
ic-converter system. The converter fea- 
tures a metal honeycomb that's coated 
with platinum and rhodium. When 
gases travel through the exhaust, carbon 
monoxides and hydrocarbons are oxi- 
dized and converted into carbon dioxide 
and water, according to Kawasaki. 

The use of the KLEEN system means 
that no changes to the engine are neces- 
sary to meet the more stringent emission 
standards. More good news for those 
not getting the 49-state model is that the 
bike will only suffer a loss of one horse- 
power, according to Kawasaki. The 
stainless-steel canister does, however, 
add five pounds of weight to the ZX-9R. 

In downsizing the ZX-9R, Kawasaki 
engineers also had to focus on redoing 
the ZX-9's chassis. It had to be lighter 
and smaller, and they wanted it to be 
more like a race bike than a sport tourer. 
Again, they junk-piled what they had 
and started over. 

The first thing you notice is the 
absence of the two downtubes of the old 
model. The engine now serves as a 
stressed member, allowing engineers to 
get rid of the downtubes and the extra 
weight that goes with them. The engine 


is rigid-mounted at the rear and rubber- - 


mounted at the upper crankcase mount. 
In addition, the rear subframe is now 
part of the main frame, thus eliminating 
more weight by getting rid of the excess 
mounting hardware. The new frame 
and swingarm (now extruded alu- 
minum) also cuts 25mm off the wheel- 
base from the previous model, falling 
right in line with the engineers' plans to 
give the bike a racier feel. How's this for 
racy: The wheelbase is only 56.6 inches. 

In all, the new chassis is 55 pounds 
lighter than the old one. 

In redoing the ZX-9R, Kawasaki also 
opted to replace the upside-down fork 
with a conventional fork. Since an 
upside-down fork is stiffer than a con- 
ventional unit, the upside-down fork 
requires a stiffer frame in order to bal- 
ance the chassis, according to Kawasaki. 
That results in a heavier frame. To cut 
weight, Kawasaki opted for the regular 
fork (4.4 pounds lighter), which they say 
is an ideal match for the stiffness of the 
new chassis. The new 46mm fork is fully 
adjustable for both preload and com- 
pression /rebound damping. 

The rear suspension uses Kawasaki's 
Uni-Trak package with a nitrogen gas- 
charged shock with piggy-back reser- 
voir. The shock features 20-way com- 
pression and  rebound-damping 
adjustment. Instead of a floating piston, 
the rear shock features a "bladder" that 
separates the nitrogen gas from the 
hydraulic fluid in an effort to prevent 
fade. 


Stopping power on the ZX- 
9R comes from six-piston 
Tokico calipers and a 296mm 
disc system up front and a 
single-piston caliper with a 
220mm disc at the rear. The 


dm rear brake caliper is of the 


floating variety and is mount- 
ed to the swingarm, doing 
away with the need:for an 
independent brake-torque tie- 
rod. | 

As tested, our unit was fit- 
ted with hard-compound 
Bridgestone tires on 17-inch 
rims - 3.5 inches wide at the 
front and 5.5 inches at the 
rear. On the race track, most 
opted to have supersport- 
compound Bridgestones fit- 
ted, with a marked improve- 
ment in on-track performance. + 

For both aesthetics and aerodynam- 
ics, a new fairing was designed to 
decrease the frontal area of the bike 
while also providing the rider and the 
twin ram-air ducts their needed protec- 
tion and space. Kawasaki also opted to 
keep the graphics on the new bike to a 
minimum - "simple is best" - and it will 
be available in green and black. In addi- 
tion to the new electronic speedometer 
(it uses a sensor at the countershaft 
sprocket for increased accuracy), an 
LCD-type clock, an odometer, a trip 
meter and a bar-graph coolant-tempera- 
ture gauge are featured on the face of 
the control panel. 

When you first throw a leg over the 
ZX-9R, you quickly realize that the engi- 
neers accomplished what they set out to 
produce: While it isn't as small as a 600, 
it's close. It definitely doesn't have the 
feel of a 900cc street bike - but it per- 
forms like one. 

A lighter, more compact, higher- 
horsepower 900 is supposed to produce 
speed and the ZX-9R didn't disappoint, 
especially on Paul Ricard's long straight- 
aways. A glance down at the new 
speedometer showed that the newest 
Ninja was reaching speeds of close to 165 
mph while ridden by the regular among 
us; and those brave souls who were will- 
ing to wait a bit longer at the end of the 
Mistral Straight before braking reported 
speeds of nearly 170 mph. So there's no 
doubting that the ZX-9R will have the 
top end to compete. Although the ZX- 
9R's horsepower figures 
weren't officially released, it is 
believed that the bike produces 
in the neighborhood of 145 hp. 

It also got to those speeds 
with impressive acceleration. 
Though one of our three test 
units (each country was 
assigned bikes to share at the 
introduction) had a slight hesi- 
tation at low rpm, the other 
two carbureted cleanly and 
accelerated without any stam- 
mering. The only other prob- 
lem we discovered was some 
misshifts between third and 
fourth gear when hammering 
upshifts at red-line (11,000 
rpm) from the second-gear 
final corner down the front 
straight. Again, one of the test 
units seemed worse than the 
other two. 

Opinions on the power of 
any motorcycle can be some- 
what jaded when you're 
whizzing around a race track 
for hours on end. And that 
was definitely the case for the 
ZX-9R. As impressive as the 
power of the bike was in the 
wide-open spaces of Paul 
Ricard, it was even more

impressive when used in street-riding 
applications on the surrounding moun- 
tain roads. It was there that the bike real- 
ly felt fast as tight corners approached at 


breakneck speeds with just a simple. 


twist of the ZX-9R's throttle. 

It was also on the street that the 
bike's comfort came into play. Kawasaki 
made a point of giving the ZX-9R a com- 
fortable riding position and again they 


hit the mark. Despite the company’s . 


claims that the ZX-9R is "not a sports 
tourer," the handlebar-footpeg-seating 
position lends itself nicely to this appli- 
cation. The bike's handlebars are high 
enough to allow for high-speed cruising, 
yet weren't disconcerting at all on the 
race track. And the bike is absolutely 
vibration-free. It left us looking forward 
to getting our test unit for freeway runs 
to work and weekends on the twisties. 
Kawasaki seems to have accom- 
plished its mission of producing not 
only high horsepower, but also usable

horsepower with the ZX-9R. And fur- 
ther evaluations will no doubt prove 
that the Kawasaki will hold its own 
against the sudden onrush of large- 
capacity supersport motorcycles. So 
with that mission accomplished, how 
did they do on the weight issue? 

Again, they've succeeded. The new 
ZX-9R is claimed to tip the scales at 
402.6 pounds dry and, more important- 
ly, that's transferred directly to the oper- 
ator, giving back a feeling of riding 
something that is both lightweight and 
nimble. Tossing the ZX-9R around Paul 
Ricard wasn't a difficult thing to do. єх

LL / / hat's that title all about?" is 
\/\! what you're probably 


thinking right now. Don't 
fret, just say it: Woo-Hoo! Let it fly out 
of your mouth with gusto, with no 
regard for how stupid you might sound. 
You've said it before, and you'll say it 
again if you have any plans on buying a 
1998 YZ125, because that's what you'll 
be saying as soon as you throw a leg 
over it. It was tlie best 125 last year - 
perhaps the best motocrosser outright - 
and early indications show that it will 
probably win the 1998 Cycle News 125cc 
Motocross Shootout. Yes, it's that good. 
The 1997 Yamaha YZ125 was a 
potent package, combining a solid, 
seamless and fast motor with a good- 
handling and suspended chassis. You 
would hope that Yamaha wouldn't mess 
too much with a good thing, but they 
did - and the results were very good. 





.. been made lighter, and the exhaust 
// silencer has been made significantly 
longer (from 234mm to 314mm) to 
increase response in the lower rpm 
range. To deal with the potential 
increase in power, the shift cam in the 
six-speed gearbox gets the addition of a 
new bearing to enhance shifting, and 
new friction material is used in the 
clutch. Finally, the water-pump impeller 
was changed from resin to aluminum, 
the impeller shaft was changed from 
resin to steel, and the single water/oil 
seal was replaced with two separate 
seals - all for increased durability. 

Yamaha was successful again (thank- 
fully) because this bike barks with even 
more authority this year, improving the 
bike's excellent bottom-end and 
midrange power and slightly increasing 
the amount of usable power after the 
peak (overrev). Basically, the power is 
about as seamless as you can get out of a 
125cc motor, and it pulls well into the 
upper revs. The low-end grunt and the 
smooth transition in power makes the 
bike a breeze to blast out of turns for rid- 
ers of all ability levels, and pros will 
appreciate the slight increase in peak 
power and overrev. The motor is very 
good - period. Only a few of our pro- 
level testers felt the bike could use a few 
more ponies at the very top of the power- 
band - and that's getting pretty picky, 
considering how good the motor is over- 
all, but 125cc pros rarely let off the gas. 

The clutch and transmission action is 
good, but some testers did occasionally 
have to take a few extra stabs at the shift 
lever to get the.bike to shift under full 
load. Some riders also did not like the 
shape of the clutch lever or the slightly 
heavy pull (compared to others in the 
class). 

In the chassis department, Yamaha's 
changes to the frame included bringing 
the rake in a half of a degree (from 27.7 
to 27.2 degrees) and reducing the trail 
by 4mm (from 122 to 118mm). This was 
done in an effort to quicken up the han- 
dling and create a roomier riding area, 
since the geometry change has moved 
the handlebars 4mm higher and 10mm 
forward. The swingarm-pivot bolt was

increased 
in diameter 
(from 17 to 
18mm) for in- 
creased rigidity, and 
the beefed-up rear shock 
mounts have been relocated 
6mm closer to the centerline of the 
bike. 

Has the handling been improved? 
We honestly didn’t notice a difference in 
the handling. The bike simply did a fine 
job cutting the inside line or sweeping 
around the outside of a turn with good 
stability and manners. We thought the 
bike might start to headshake more with 
the decreased rake and trail, but that 
wasn’t the case - the bike remained sta- 
ble and turned well at the same time. 
Occasional instances of quick headshake 
still happen, but not any more than with 
last year’s model. Yamaha recommends 
95mm of rear-suspension sag with the 
rider on the bike. 

The handling prowess can also be 
attributed to the extensive work Yamaha 
carried out on the suspension units. The 
46mm Kayaba fork is all new, featuring 
an increased diameter for the damping 
cartridge (from 28 to 32mm), and 
received a new outer-tube shape. The 
piston was also increased in size in 
accordance with the cartridge, as was the 
midspeed valve (from 25 to 27mm). The 
valving was also changed to provide 
more consistent damping, and Yamaha 
pulled out all the stops by going to an 
elastomer bottoming system much like 
rear shocks have been using for years. 
This “works type” bottoming system 
abandons the oil-lock bottoming system 
in favor of a pliable piece of rubber in 
each leg. The end result is improved bot- 
toming control, since the elastomer is not 
speed-sensitive and you don’t hear or 
feel metal-to-metal contact or clanking 
noises when bottoming, but rather a 
smooth thud. The fork still retains the 
A1kg/mm springs used in '97. 

In the rear, Yamaha opted to use the 
same link that the race team used for 
most of the season on its works bikes. 
Due to the new linkage ratio, the spring 
rate has been decreased from 4.8kg /mm 
to 4.6kg /mm but, effectively, the rear is 
not any softer that it was last year. 
While the overall wheel travel remains 
the same (12.4 inches), the shock stroke 
has been lengthened by 6mm to reduce 
operating temperatures by lowering the 
shaft speed. Internally, the piston seal 
now has two O-rings instead of one to 
provide a better seal and prevent blow- 
by, and a higher-quality top heim joint 
was installed for increased durability. 

On the track, the YZ has excellent 
suspension performance, combining a 
fairly plush and controlled ride with an 
excellent resistance to harsh bottoming - 
especially in the front, where you could 
really feel harsh landings in your wrists 
with past forks. The YZ125 forks will 
bottom with some regularity, and the 
occurrence is still accompanied by a 
weird sound (almost a "thud" or 
“рор”), but you realize that you don't 
have to cringe on those types of land- 
ings, as the rubber stops take away the 





serious jolt anticipated. The rear end 
never gave any signs or hints of harsh 
bottoming, either, and actually received 
great reviews, especially in its ability to 
skim through large whoops without a 
swap or kick to speak of. Faster or heav- 
ier riders will need to go to stiffer 
springs to get optimum performance 
from the suspension units, as they are 
set up for about a 165-pound intermedi- 
ate-level rider. 

Yamaha dug into the brakes for 1998, 
hoping to move into the Honda realm of 
excellent braking performance, and the 
YZs took on new brakes front and rear 
in an effort to get more power with less 
effort at the lever. To go along with the 
Akibono front master cylinder imple- 
mented a few years ago, the Honda-type 
Nissin caliper body and support bracket 
are much more rigid this year. A single- 
pin brake-pad-retainer system has 
replaced the dual-pin unit for better feel 
and increased durability. The rear brake 
got the same treatment, as well as a larg- 
er disc (from 220 to 240mm) and new 
pads to improve performance. 

The YZ brakes are top-notch on the 
track, offering good feel and power with 
a moderate amount of lever pressure. 
Mushy? Not a hint. Better than 
Honda's? Not quite, but right there. 
They are great brakes, indeed. 

The final changes to the YZ125 
included changing the plastic to the 
bright, almost translucent blue that the 
factory. team used last year, along with 
the factory-inspired graphics scheme. 
The seat cover was increased in thick- 
ness (from 1.0 to 1.4mm) for more dura- 


bility, and the shape of the foam was е 


changed to а more rounded and taller 
profile (10mm taller). Testers really 
appreciated the taller foam in con- 
junction with the roomier riding 
position created by the relocated 
handlebar position. It's sweet. The 
thicker foam is also much nicer to 

the posterior, if you know what 

we mean. On the downside, the 

blue plastic and graphics still | 
don't take abuse very well, and 

rather quickly takes on a beaten- 

up look. 

When it comes right down to it, 
Yamaha could have left this bike 
entirely alone this year and still 
probably would have done very well 
Eme. the other bikes in its class, but 
chose to push on by getting more out 
of the awesome motor, completely 
redesigning and improving the suspen- 
sion units and making the bike more 
roomy and comfortable. It's a definite 
winner, and the price remains 
unchanged at $4799. The price alone is 
worthy of making you shout "Woo- 
Ноо!” before you even ride it. €N

KEY WEST, FL, OCT. 18-19 
ne couldn't help thinking that the 
guys on the Harleys had an uneasy 
feeling after figuring out that they'd 

just waved to a man on a Yamaha - sort of 


like checking out a woman with flowing - 


blond hair and nice legs... only to have her 
turn around and show you his beard. 

But actually, the V-Star turns out to be a 
nice-looking lady who happens only to 
need a little shave. So you're okay, dudes, 
because Yamaha's new V-Star - the first V- 
twin in the Star line - is an authentically 
cool cruising ride that happens to come 
from Japan. 

Though only displacing 649cc, Yamaha 
is aiming at the middleweight-cruiser mar- 
ket with the two versions of the V-Star and 
definitely not at the entry-level zone inhab- 
ited by the Shadow VLX and its ilk, claim- 
ing a power output more in line with the 
machines of the 800cc class, as well as 
boasting an overall length for the Classic 
model that is longer than Harley-David- 
son's Fat Boy. 

But while the V-Star is billed as a mid- 
dleweight cruiser in the general market, 
what it really is at this point is an entry- 
level Star, a bike meant to get its owner on 
the road to eventually purchasing one of 
the variety of top-of-the-line Royal Star 
models Yamaha is now producing. In 
short, the Star line is to Yamaha what 
Lexus is to Toyota - the high line with that 
little extra something to aspire to. So while 
you'll still be able to get the 535 Virago (the 
engine of which forms the basis of the new 
bike's - and the Camry of the Yamaha line 
in this analogy), for that extra edge of style 
and displacement you can go V-Star (the 
Camry-based Lexus ES300), in both a Clas- 
sic version (the bike ridden in this evalua- 
tion) and a Custom version, a drag-style 


bike more in keeping with the Marauder 
type of machine. | 
Riding the V-Star isn't quite like cruis- 
ing along in the bubble of delicious 
ambiance that, say, the Tour Deluxe pro- 
vides, but it is still pleasant enough, and 
it's a very easy motorcycle to ride that 
compares favorably with the other 
machines in its market segment, such as 
the Honda Shadow 750, Suzuki's Maraud- 
er 800 and Kawasaki's Vulcan 800. But 
why the smaller displacement? One of the 
things Yamaha was aiming for with the V- 
Star was a low price (achieved with a sug- 
gested retail of $5599 for the Custom and 
$5899 for the Classic), and basing the bike 
on the Drag Star model already available 
overseas was definitely more cost-effective 
than building an all-new model based on 
the bigger 750cc Virago powerplant. 
Yamaha also felt that the power it was 
able to wring out of the 649cc powerplant

was sufficient for the middleweight class. 

And it is. But still, it's a bike that likes 
speeds under 65 mph. Anything more than 
that and the engine starts to sound a little 
busy. So, born to run it's not, and winding 
up the motor in any gear has the pre- 
dictable result of excessive vibration, to the 
point of rendering the mirrors absolutely 
useless and sending the handlebars and 











footpegs into a vibro frenzy. To give you an 
idea of where the power lies on the V-Star, 
the roughly 100cc-smaller-displacement 
Virago 535 is fitted with two 34mm Mikuni 
carbs, while the V-Star gets a pair of 28mm 
Mikunis. No, this is not a bike for which 
red-line shifts were intended. Ridden in the 
bottom of the rev range, things suddenly 
make much more sense - as do the images 
in the rearview mirrors. Ease out the light- 
pull, cable-actuated clutch to move away 
from a stop and the rider is greeted with an 
ample amount of bottom-end torque (par- 
ticularly for the displacement) that really 
makes short-shifting the bike the way to go. 
The exhaust note from the staggered two- 
into-two pipes is about in line with what 
this class of bike has to offer stock - not 
exactly earth-shattering. Clicking through 
the gears reveals light shifting action from 
the same five-speed gearbox (and shaft 
final drive) used on the Virago. 

At low speeds, the V-Star is a very easy 
bike to handle, thanks in part to its wide 
handlebars. Your selected lean angle in 
corners is maintained with neutral pres- 
sure on the bars, and the V-Star exhibits no 
tendency to tip to the inside while turning 
at low speeds. And although the bike 
weighs nearly 500 pounds dry, you just 
don't feel it. In these respects, the V-Star 
would definitely score points as an entry- 
level bike - as it would when it comes to 
seat height: a class-low 25.6 inches on the 
Custom, a more average 28 on the Classic. 
Also making it a bike good for someone 
getting into the motorcycle market is the 
seating position, one which places the han- 
dlebars and footpegs within easy reach. 
Stability, too, truly is a hallmark of the V- 
Star Classic, and one look at the spec sheet 
will tell you why: Rake is a kicked out 35 
degrees and trail a long 145mm, while the 
wheelbase is a full 64 inches. The single 
disc brake at the front works very well, 
needing only a light pull to haul in the big 
bike, while the rear drum brake is, well, a 
rear drum brake - a little dull-feeling, but it 
gets the job done. 

However, while many features of the 
V-Star point to "entry level," quite a few 
others place it much more in line with full- 
sized cruisers presently available. Fore- 
most is the fact that it is indeed full sized. 
As mentioned above, the Classic is claimed 
to be longer overall than a Fat Boy, mea- 
suring 96.5 inches in length - just 1.3 inches 








shorter than the Royal Star models. The 
535 Virago, by comparison, is nearly 10 
inches shorter. 

Being of the Star line also ensures that it 
shares much in common with its big-bike 
big-brother Royal Stars. The tank-mounted 
speedometer shares the same location and 
graphic treatment as the Royal Stars', and 
the fenders are made of steel, just like the 
big boys. Fuel capacity is the largest in its 
class at 4.3 gallons. 

Another hundred or so items that make 
it like the Royal Stars are the available 
accessories - yes, there will be more than 
100 accessories available for the V-Stars, 
with some degree of interchangeability 
between the big bikes and the little ones, 
depending on which way you go. Of the 
more than 300 accessories available for the 
Royal Stars, 15 percent will fit on the V- 
Star. Conversely, a full 40 percent of the V- 
Star accessories will fit Royal Stars. 

While the styling treatment of the V-Star 
Classic is successful overall with its long and 
low appearance, spoked wheels, chrome 
engine pieces, hard-tail look and deeply 
valanced fenders, the unfortunate placement 
of the emissions-control carbon canister at 
the left front of the engine does rather leave 
it out there in the open, interrupting the 
overall continuity of the bike, despite the 


` blacked-out paint job of the piece.

The V-Star Classic will be available in 
two color schemes - basic black and 
black/burgundy - and should be in dealer- 
ships by November. The Custom version - 
due in January - will also be produced in 
black, with a silver/blue combination 
available as well. Both machines feature a 
one-year warranty. 

In the end, the smallest, most affordable 
member of the Star line offers easy hand- 
ling and ridability coupled with fine style 
and seems set to fulfill just about any role 
you can throw at it, be it a commuter bike 
with style or a style bike you can commute 
on. In either case, just keep her shaved and 
wave back to those Harley guys with confi- 
dence that they'll never know the differ- 
ence. €N

he arrival of the 1997 CR250 was 
one of the most highly anticipated 
introductions in the history of 
motocross. Features like a twin-spar alu- 
minum perimeter frame, Keihin Power- 
jet carburetor, 47mm inverted forks, 
tapered box-section aluminum 
swingarm - and the list goes on - were 
aspects that had never really been seen 
before on a modern production 
motocrosser. The bike was good, but 
there was a bike that was overlooked 
last year in the Honda CR lineup that 
wanted to be just like its CR250 big 
brother - the CR125. 
Sure, it had won the AMA 125cc 
National Motocross Championship two 
years running in the hands of Steve 


Lamson (95 and '96), but it wanted an 
aluminum frame just like its big brother 
had. It can’t blame its parents (Honda) 
for not redesigning and producing two 
new motocrossers at one time, especially 
considering the amount of research and 
development that went into producing a 
high-quality aluminum-framed machine 
- but the little guy was jealous and 
impatient nonetheless. So for 1998, 
Honda gave the CR125 the same treat- 
ment the CR250 got last year, aluminum 
frame and all; and the little brother is 
content - for now. 

Honda didn’t just shove a 1997 
CR125 motor into a 1997 CR250 alu- 
minum frame and hope for the best, but 
rather designed a frame that was 50 per- 
cent more rigid than the steel unit it 
replaced yet 15 percent less rigid than 
the 1997 CR250 aluminum frame. A 





smaller motor ridden at slightly slower 
speeds was the reasoning behind going 
less rigid with the 125. The CR125 also 
uses the improved welding methods 
that the 250 got on the head-pipe, shock- 
mount and engine-bracket areas to pro- 
vide greater durability and slightly less 
rigidity in some cases. The twin-spar 
frame is connected to the same light- 
ened aluminum subframe, tapered box- 
section swingarm and rear axle that are 
standard on the '98 CR250. Other parts 
that are also interchangeable between 
the two '98 models are the fuel tank, 
plastic bodywork, seat and handlebars. 
When it came to the motor, Honda 
felt they couldn't just shove a '97 motor 
into the new frame and call it a day. 
Nope, they wanted a motor that had a 
little more bottom end and midrange, 
making it easier to ride for the Every- 









man (like the YZ125 motor the past cou- 
ple of seasons), so they reshaped the 
cylinder- and crankcase-transfer ports, 
redesigned the reed-valve-assembly 
stopper and used specially coated and 
reshaped exhaust valves and guides to 
increase low-end and midrange power. 
A new ACG ignition system with dou- 
bled output and a new CDI map were 
designed in an effort to enhance low- 
end response as well as top-end overrev. 

Coupled with the new top end is an 
all-new five-speed transmission, which 
is very uncommon for a 125 motor. (It is 
interesting to note that Team Yamaha 
YZ125 factory race bikes used a five- 
speed gearbox in 1997.) Honda claims 
the transmission is more durable since 
the gears are bigger and stronger, and 
combined the tranny with 13/51 final 
gearing to match the changed engine 
characteristics. 

A large single-piece radiator is fitted 
to the front of the frame to cool the 
engine. The new radiator is said to be 22 
percent more efficient than the previous 
dual-radiator setup. 

The 46mm Kayaba front fork is 
changed this year and now features a 
bump-rubber elastomer bottoming sys- 
tem (like the YZs got this year) to pre- 
vent hydraulic locking. The .40kg/mm 
fork springs from '97 were replaced 
with .39kg /mm springs, and new valv- 
ing was developed to work in conjunc- 
tion with the spring and bottoming-sys- 
tem changes. 

In the rear, Honda developed a new 
linkage ratio that necessitated the switch 
from last year's 5.0kg/mm spring to a 
4.8kg /mm spring, although the bike is 
not effectively any softer due to the new 
linkage design and ratio. The fully 
adjustable rear shock still has high- and 
low-speed compression adjusters, which 
is a nice feature, and the lower chain 
roller has been moved from the frame to 
the linkage. 

The powerful Honda front brake 
remains unchanged for 1998 but, like its 
big brother got last year, the rear brake 
rotor on the 125 was upped in size to à 
massive 240mm (from 220mm last year). 
The aluminum rear-brake pedal has also 
been reshaped to work with the new 
frame design. 

New flatter and roomier handlebars, 
higher-quality DID aluminum wheels 
and Team Honda-inspired plastic and 
graphics round out the changes to the 
CR250's little brother. 

Now for the fun part - riding the 
bike. 

When you sit on the bike for the first 
time, you'll notice right away that some- 
thing is different. The new CR125 feels 
much larger than the '97 CR, a bike 
some of our taller testers last year felt 
was too small and cramped. This is no 
longer the case. The '98 CR actually feels 
spacious and roomy, and since the fuel 
cell sits lower in the new twin-spar 
frame and is quite narrow, there's more 
room for the rider's legs between the 
upper triple clamp and the top of the 
radiator shrouds when leaned over in 
the turns. Those who wear bulky knee 
braces will appreciate this even more. 

The seat itself is not ultra-narrow, 
nor is it what we'd call wide, either, but 
it is quite long, not to mention pleasant- 
ly firm. The seat runs from the fuel cap 
back to the rear fender, and the overall 
layout is rather flat, so moving forward 
and backward: on the bike takes little 
effort. When you get down to it, the 125 


really doesn't feel all that much different’ 


than its bigger brother, the CR250. 

We were actually a little disappoint- 
ed with the CR's motor the first time we 
ran the bike through its five-speed tran- 

































ny. The bike just didn't seem to have the 
power of the '97 CR, a bike whose motor 
we really liked. While the bike seemed 
to make better power off the bottom, the 
'98 CR just seemed to flatten out on top 
when compared to the '97's motor. In 
fact, the word "slow" popped up a few 
times while discussing the new CR's 
speed on top. 

Feeling as though the bike was run- 
ning a little rich on top, we dropped the 
main jet from a #175 to a #172 and the 
leaner setting seemed to help, but not a 
lot. However, the more we rode the 
bike, the more we began to appreciate 
what power the CR does have, most of 
which can be found in the middle of the 
powerband. Most of our testers agreed 
that the new CR pulls well off the bot- 
{от and pulls smooth through 
midrange - "a bit better than the '97 
CR,” said one pro rider, “but, on top, it 
doesn't pull as hard or as long." 

Actually, this isn't as bad as it 
sounds, since last year's CR had power 
left over on top. Obviously, Honda felt it 
could borrow some of that power on top 
and transfer it to the bottom. Pros and 
intermediates might not like this too 
much, but the average rider will proba- 
bly like it better. But really, this bike is 
not slow - it just isn't as fast on top as 
the ^97; at least that's what most of our 
test riders thought, especially after rid- 
ing the '97 and '98 CRs back to back. But 
the '98 CR does have better power off 
the bottom and in the middle. "It just 
doesn't rev out,” said one rider. 

We were quite anxious to try out the 
CR's five-speed transmission and were 
surprised that it really didn't make a 
drastic difference. In fact, one rider said 
he forgot about the five-speed tranny 
the first time he rode the bike and didn't 
notice a difference at all, which is under- 
standable, since the first three gears 
have the same ratios as before; only the 
fourth and fifth gears are wider. One 
rider said shifting from fourth to fifth 
sometimes needed "a little clutch" for a 
smooth gear change, but all the other 
gears shifted just fine. Missed shifts 
were rare, as were double takes on the 
shifter while clicking up a gear under a 
load. But no one complained about 
weird gear ratios with the five speeds. 
In fact, one riders summed up the CR's 
transmission by saying, "...this is one 
part of the bike you need not worry 
about." Desert, hare scrambles and cross 
country guys may beg to differ, since 
they need a sixth gear. 

Speaking of the transmission, the 
CR's clutch works well and doesn't lose 
its effectiveness after a long moto, 
though one rider complained of a some- 
what stiff pull on the clutch lever, which 
is debatable. 

We were definitely impressed with 
the CR's suspension. Yes, the bike feels 
more rigid than before, but not to the 
point where it beats the heck out of you, 
which perhaps has a lot to do with the 
CR's excellent forks and shock. 

Overall, the bike feels solid even 
though the actual suspension compo- 
nents - the fork and shock - feel a little on 
the plush side. Some of our faster riders 
felt they could use stiffer springs both 
front and rear, but us "average" riders 
liked the CR's cushy touchdown off the 
big jumps and doubles. Honda recom- 
mends 100mm to 102mm of race sag. 

A couple of riders made it a point to 
mention how well the CR tracked while 
powering out of bump-filled, rutted 
turns. The rear wheel stays close to the 
ground as the shock does a good job of 
keeping bouncing to a minimum. 

Most riders agreed that the fork had 
a good, solid feel and resisted bottom- 





ing. However, one rider said the front 
end felt "nervous" on rough, high-speed 
sections. 

When it comes to the CR's overall 
handling, most of our testers agreed that 
the CR works best on tighter tracks 
rather than on higher-speed tracks. 
Some felt that the bike just had a 
"twitchy" feeling but was nothing they 
couldn't live with, and others felt that 
the bike handles better the harder you 
ride it. Everyone agreed that the CR 
turns really well, especially through 
smooth, flat turns. "Just point it and it 
goes," said one rider. 

Of course, no one complained about 
the CR's brakes. As always, they are 
strong and positive at both ends, and 
the best in the biz. 

. As far as fit and finish, the CR is still 
the leader in this category. The levers 
and controls are the best around, and 
you can tell that Honda pays careful 
attention to detail, right down to every 
nut and bolt. What else is new? 

However, Honda needs to do some- 
thing about the aluminum dust that 
rubs off the frame and onto the rider's 
boots and then onto the white side pan- 
els. Ug-ly. 

Overall, we like the '98 CR125 a lot, 
but is it better than the '97 CR? Yes - at 
least in most areas. We feel the CR has 
better ergonomics and has improved in 
both the handling and suspension 
departments. However, even though the 
motor has slightly more power off the 
bottom and significantly more in the 
middle, some of our testers just could 
not come to terms with having less 
ponies on top. "Novice riders will prob- 
ably like the CR's motor," said one of 
our pro-level testers, "but the frame and 
suspension better suits a pro." 

Sounds like a good summary of the 
little brother to us. сх

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RIDING IMPRESSION 1998 KTM 125SX

ast year we tried to get a KTM 

1255Х to test and include in our 

annual 125cc shootout, but the 
folks at KTM were not willing to part 
with one. A KTM spokesman said: "I 
could write the test for you: It's slow, it 
doesn't shift, you won't like it. Besides, 
we're not really importing the 125 to the 
United States." 

Okay, fair enough. 

“But wait until next year,” he said. 
“Just wait.” 

So we waited. 

It's a year later now, апа KTM could 
not get us the new 1998 1255X quickly 
enough. This time, KTM was calling us. 
After spinning the first few laps on the 
125SX, we quickly understood just why 
they were so excited to give us the bike. 

KTM said the 125 would be fast and, 
jeez, they weren't kidding. This bike 
rips - and for good reason: They com- 
pletely trashed last year’s 
(under)power(ed)plant for an all-new 
mill that features a case-reed induction 
system, a new Planetary gear-driven 
exhaust power-valve system and a 
right-side kickstart system. The Mahle 
Nikasil-coated cylinder is nothing like 
its former self, nor is the exhaust pipe 
and silencer. To top things off, KTM 
slapped on a massive (for a 125) 39mm 
“D” slide Keihin carburetor, and the end 
result is a very, very fast motorcycle. 

And the SX’s motor is not only pow- 
erful, it is controllable as well. There 
have been many exceptionally fast 125cc 
MXers on the market before, but only 
the most talented riders could handle 
their sometimes hard-to-manage, on/off 
powerbands, but somehow KTM suc- 
ceeded in building an exceedingly pow- 
erful 125cc motor that even a Novice- 
level rider can put to good use. 

As fast as the KTM is, the new motor 
offers sufficient bottom end, so there's 








to mid, where the KTM really takes off 
and starts pulling until you're tapped 
out on top and going really fast. Unless 
the track has some very long straights, 
you never really have to wring the KTM 
out too long in one gear, because by the 
time you get close to the next turn, 
you're already thinking about getting on 
the brakes. In other words, this bike has 
plenty of overrev but it isn't a key ele- 
ment in making the KTM go fast - 
you're already going plenty fast before 
you approach red-line. 

Riding the KTM requires a fair 
amount of clutch work - not to keep the 
engine on the pipe, but to control the 
back wheel and the way it hooks up 
coming out of the turns. Just wicking the 
throttle wide open can lead to the back 
end slipping out and losing traction, but 
if you keep one finger close to the clutch 
lever at all times, you can work the 
motor and really take advantage of the 
KTM's strong engine. By using the 
clutch, you can better control the fine 
lines between hooking up, the front end 
climbing and the back end sliding out. 
Luckily, the hydraulically operated 
clutch is up to the task that is demanded 
of it and has a light pull and good feel. 

The KTM's six-speed, close-ratio 
transmission works well. In spite of all 
the horsepower this engine produces, 
clicking up through the gears while 
under a load is no problem whatsoever. 
Only a few times did we have to do a 
double take on the shift lever while exit- 
ing a turn with the throttle pinned. 

Like all of the '98 KTMs, the 125SX 
features an all-new chassis, including a 
new chrome-moly-tubing main frame 
(and aluminum-alloy subframe), non- 
inverted 45mm KTM (Marzocchi) Mag- 
num forks and, of course, KTM's exclu- 
sive Progressive Damping System 
(PDS), no-link rear-suspension design. 

This is the third KTM model we've

ridden with the PDS rear-suspension 
concept so far, and we're still impressed. 
Overall, the KTM is well-suspended and 
a good, solid handler. 

Our initial impression of the SX's 
suspension was harsh - not that our 
opinions of the suspension were harsh, 
but of the overall ride of the bike. Much 
of this had to do with the massive WP, 
dual-piston shock, which features a pro- 
prietary needle valve which KTM claims 
produces a completely progressive ris- 
ing rate, thus eliminating the need for 
linkages. The shock, with its immense 
spring and dual-piston design, just takes 
a long time to break in, and until things 
start loosening up, you feel every bump, 
rock and rut on the track. Even so, the 
KTM tracks straight and true. Gradual- 
ly, the more you ride the bike, the better 
the back end starts to feel. The ride 
eventually gets more and more plush, 








yet maintains its solid feel. We've put 
many good, hard hours on the SX thus 
far and the shock is just now smoothing 
out, but it's still not quite as sensitive 
over the smaller bumps as some of the 
other '98 125cc MXers we've ridden. It'll 
kick every now and then, but never to 
either side. 

The back end soaks up the big hits 
quite well, too, though it still feels a lit- 
Пе harsh when landing on flat ground 
from a big jump with the front wheel 
first. However, the back end feels excep- 
tionally good while hard on the binders 
over nasty braking bumps. 

All of our testers who rode the bike 
had nothing but good things to say 
about the SX's forks, which are basically 
the same highly praised 45mm forks that 
KTM used when they returned to con- 
ventional forks a few seasons ago. In 
fact, most of the riders raved about 











them, saying they liked the way they just 
glide right over the smaller bumps and 
can still take on the slammers with ease. 
More than once, we heard testers com- 
ment that they didn't even notice the 
forks at all, which is perhaps the best 
compliment of all. Even though the forks 
feature both external-compression and 
rebound-damping adjustments, very few 
(if any) changes were made, as the forks 
suited the needs of both slower and 
faster riders alike right out of the crate. 

If we had any gripe at all about the 
front end, it would be that some of us 
felt small hints of headshake on rough 
ground with the power off. No one, 
however, said that the slight shake 
matured into anything major or scary. 

Overall, the KTM feels very stable, 
and all of our testers said they had no 
problems getting the SX through the 
turns quickly and effortlessly. However, 
a perfectly executed turn has a lot to do 
with good throttle/clutch work more 
than anything. The bike goes where it's 
pointed, but without good throttle con- 
trol, the KTM can turn into a handful. In 
other words, it takes a fair amount of 
concentration and throttle/clutch coor- 
dination to get the SX in and out of the 
turns quickly. But if you do blow the 
turn, don't worry - just get the bike 
pointed down the straight as quickly as 
possible and open the throttle up a little 
more, and the KTM's raw horsepower 
will make up for your mistake. | 

The SX jumps well, too, but at least 
one rider commented on a "light-feel- 
ing" front end. Otherwise, the bike 
responds to rider input in the air quite 
well. 

A strong motor such as the KTM's 
requires equally strong brakes, and the 
10.2-1nch, double-piston caliper disc 
brake up front and the 8.65-inch, single- 
piston-caliper rear disc brake do, in fact, 
get the job done quite well. The Brembo- 
made brakes are strong and have excel- 
lent feel. The SX is the only bike in its 
class that features all-steel-braided front 
and rear disc-brake hoses. 

If you're used to Japanese bikes, you 
probably won't have a hard time adapt- 
ing to the feel of this Austrian-bred 
machine. Long gone is that "European 
bike" feel, as the levers feel the same, if 
not better, than some of the Japanese 
bikes we've ridden lately, and the alu- 
minum handlebars have just the right 
bend and feel. The bike is spacious - 
there's plenty of room to move around, 
and body-positioning changes are also 
made easier thanks to the SX's overall 
slim profile. Perhaps a little too slim? At 
least one rider thought so; he felt that he 
had a hard time getting a good grip on 
the bike with his knees. 

We really like the fact that the bike 
comes stock with Takasago Excel wheels 
(as do all of the SX-model KTMs), the 
strongest MX wheels on the market. 

So far, our SX has held up well to the 
fair amount of abuse that we have given 
it. Only the repackable silencer has 
shown some signs of wear, as it is begin- 
ning to sound a little raspy. However, 
this probably has more to do with oil 
accumulating in the packing material 
rather than the packing material getting 
blown out. 

So what's the bottom line? The KTM 
is a serious contender. For the first time 
in a long time, KTM has produced a top- 
rate 125cc motocrosser that is truly capa- 
ble of going heads-up with any 125cc 
machine from Japan. You can no longer 
overlook this bike if you're shopping for 
a competitive 125cc MXer. This bike is 
fast, it’s graced with excellent suspen- 
sion, and it handles well.

POOLE, ENGLAND, OCT. 15 

orld Champion Greg Hancock 

saw his hopes of top-scoring 

for America go up in smoke 
when his bike gave up on him in heat 13 
of the USA vs. England contest at the 
John Scott Memorial Test Match, which 
was held at Poole Stadium in the south 
of England. 

It may have cost Team USA the victo- 
ry in a battle that they were all desper- 
ate to win for the memory of John Scott. 
Scott, the perfect English gentleman, 
handled the USA teams and American 
individuals in European and world 
competition for years. He inspired some 
of America's greatest speedway achieve- 
ments, and when he died earlier this 
year, it was obvious the American riders 
were deeply upset. In tribute to Scott, 
British Speedway's top management 
organized this one-off match at Poole's 
impressive, new-look Wimborne Road 
Stadium. 

England has been doing well as a 
team, but at the Grand Prix level, they 
are left with only Mark Loram in next 
year's World Individual Champi- 
onship Series. And in truth, they 
would not have gotten near America in 
this match had Chris Manchester rid- 
den to his potential. Once again, 
"Manny" proved that he can be awful 
on given nights, which ruins all the 
good work he puts in at times. He 
appears to have suffered: from a crisis 
of confidence, and his British club, 
Belle Vue, is blaming him for its lack of 
success this year. 
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If Manchester 
had scored three or 
four more points, 
America would 
have been home 
and dry, but there is 
very little you can 
do when a rider this 
talented loses his 


confidence. 
Veteran “Sud- 
den" Sam Ermolenko 


was still mixing it 
with the top guys. 
Even if his Grand 
Prix days may be 
numbered, he 
proved in his match . 
that he can still be 
one of the best. 

In heat four, 
Ermolenko made a 
mess of the start, 
but he made a 
superb dive in the . 
first bend to get the better of both Loram 
and David Norris. He went on to record 
a fine victory to signal his intentions for 
the rest of the night. 

One of the best races came in heat 
seven, when Loram and Billy ^The Bul- 
let"^ Hamill were locked together for 
two laps. Hamill just had the edge for 
the victory, but with teammate Man- 
chester finishing third for his only point 
of the night, it pulled the scores level at 
21-21. 

Hamill was at it again in heat 10, 
when he passed Joe Screen in brilliant 
style, finding extra grip and drive down 
the back straight on the second lap. 





However, Hamill was forced to settle 
for second best in heat 12, when he 
enjoyed a fine battle with Chris Louis, 
only to find that Louis had the edge on 
this occasion. 

Hancock pulled out of heat 13 with 
bike problems, and his lost points 
proved costly - but Ermolenko was 
there to pick up the pieces and win the 
race. 

But the real turning point for England 
came in heat 14, when Gary Havelock, 
the 1992. World Champion, produced a 
great display of team riding to help out 
Scott Nicholls for a 5-1 maximum over 
Manchester and Brent Werner.

Hancock made up for his disappoint- 
ment in heat 13 with a fine victory in 
heat 15, but Larsen could find no way 
past Screen and Havelock. Both English 
riders, who are colleagues of Larsen's at 
Bradford, rode a superb race to block 
out the challenge of Larsen, and this 
kept England two points ahead. 

This left America needing a maxi- 
mum in heat 16 to secure the victory 
they so badly wanted - but it wasn't to 
be, as Ermolenko missed the start and 
could not find a way through, and as 
England's Loram and Louis rode a 
clever race. Hamill pulled clear, but vic- 
tory was secured for England. 





There was disappointment for Ron- 
nie Correy, who admits he had help and 
inspiration from John Scott at the time 
of his dreadful back injuries four years 
ago. Correy could have been a trump 
card for America, but he was forced to 
pull out of the racing with a swollen 
ankle after his second ride. This placed 
extra pressure on Josh Larsen. 

Billy Hamill was top scorer for 
America, and he admitted he was proud 
to represent his country in memory of 
Scott. 

"John was a great guy and he did a lot 
for the team," Hamill said. "He is very 
sadly missed, and it was a proud moment 
for us to be able to race a meeting in his 
memory. We didn't have the best of luck, 
with Ronnie's injury and Greg's retire- 
ment, but these things happen in speed- 
way, and it happens to all of us.

"I don't know what it is about 
Manny," Hamill continued. "I have 
been racing with him all year at Belle 
Vue, and I have seen some great races 
from him, but other times he is poor. 
You have to question his confidence, but 
I feel sorry for him because he has such 
a great talent, and he needs to get it 
right." 

England's team manager John Louis 
said that the team was delighted to win 
the meeting with the Americans, who 
were obviously wound up to win it for 
Scott. 

"But there was no sentiment on our 
part," Louis said. "We have been on the 
wrong end of some heavy defeats by 
America down the years, and we want- 
ed to make sure we kept our good run 
of results going. We rode some good 


team riding when we had to. 
We used our brains to stop 
some of the American riders 
getting through, and I think 
we just about deserved it. We 
have done well against Aus- 
tralia this year, and now this 

win against America gives us 
some consolation for the disappoint- 
ment of missing out on the Grand Prix. 
It's a sorry state of affairs for us to only 
have Mark Loram in - but it's up to the 
rest of the guys to ride like they did 
tonight to get back into the Grand Prix."

National Championship Hare & Hound 
Series - a story that has starred Kawasa- 
ki Team Green's Ty Davis from the 
moment the first banner dropped. 

Davis made his intentions clear 
right from the start of this year's 
seven-event competition. The Kawasa- 
ki KX500 pilot set a blazing pace 
across Southern California's Lucerne 
Valley back in January to score a run- 
away win in the first round of the 
series, and he never looked back. He 
was on top in the dash through south- 
western Idaho in round two, squeaked 
to victory by a slim one-minute mar- 
gin in central Utah in round three, 
then came back with a 6 1/2- minute 
winning margin in northern Nevada's 
round four. 

A comfortable win in round five at 
Oreana, Idaho, just south of Boise, was 
all Davis needed to rack up an impres- 
sive five-for-five win record and clinch 
the prestigious championship with two 
rounds of the competition still to run. A 
few weeks later, Davis won round six at 
Lucerne, making it six for six. 

“Idaho was a 90-mile race and the 
terrain was all virgin, which made it a 
really long race. Usually we get five to 
15 miles of virgin stuff, not 90 miles," 
Davis said. "It reminded me of the 
olden days when they didn't have any 
trails. It was different from Lucerne, 
which is one beaten trail to another beat- 
en trail these days." 

Without a clearly defined trail, the 
racers in round five had to rely on the 
course ribbon, and following that 


through the wilds of southwestern 
Idaho was no mean feat. 

^You couldn't ride fast because it 
was very hard to ride the ribbon. It was 
really windy and the ribbon had got all 
twisted around the branches," said 
Davis, but that didn't seem to affect his 
performance. 

The KX500 racer was close to the 
front all the way up the bomb and 
tucked into second overall behind 
Kawasaki teammate Paul Krause as they 
started out into loop one. When Krause 
seized less than a mile past the bomb, 
Davis took over the lead and reigned 
supreme all the way to the checkered 
flag. | 

"Donny Book and Dave Hamel were 
right behind me at one stage," said 
Davis. "I came down a really rocky 
canyon and, when I looked back, they 
were right there. I hadn't changed my 
pace and they were right behind me, so 
[ turned it up a notch and I pulled 45 
seconds on Book. І upped it another 
notch towards the end and I was 2 1/2 
minutes ahead of Book at the finish." 

Davis described the tight, twisty 
course laid out by the Desert Raiders 
MC as "definitely not a 500 course. 

“Outside of California, all the races 
are 250 courses. You have to get a good 
start, which you can do on a 500, but 
after that it's tight and technical. A 500 
is bigger and heavier, so you have to 
fight a lot more," Davis said. "You can 
see the top-10 results; I’m usually the 
only 500 in the top 10. Dave Hamel is 
the only other guy that gets into the top 
10 on a 500. The clubs are making the 
courses tighter, so I'd rather be riding a 
250. I might even switch to a 250 on 
some of the events next year. A big- 
bore 250 to be in the Open class might 
work." 

Davis was one of the many riders

who praised the Desert Raiders for lay- 
ing out a truly National-caliber course 
for the round-five event. 

"The club did a really good job. They 
tried really hard. There weren't a lot of 
checks and stuff, but I think it's a small 
club and they obviously spent a lot of 
hours making the trails," Davis said. 
“I’m always impressed when a club 
puts in a lot of work. It means some-

thing to me that they didn't find one dirt 
road that leads to another dirt road and 
mark it in their pickup truck. It's nice 
when they take the time and put in the 
effort. I really appreciate it." 

The Team Green racer is no stranger 
to National Championships - he won the 
National Enduro title in 1995 and was a 
125cc champion supercrosser back in 
1990, but Davis still thinks his first 








National Hare & Hound title is some- 
thing special. 

"I'm stoked with this championship, 
plus it's neat because I was able to win 
another style of series," he said. "Win- 
ning a supercross title, an enduro title 
and now a hare and hound title, it's 
kind of nice to have that on my resume. 
It shows a variety of racing." 

But taking the win in his first hare 
and hound championship isn't quite 
enough. With one round of competition 
still to go, Davis isn't hanging up his 
helmet and moving on to other things. 
Instead, he intends to get back on his 
KX500 and do all he can to win round 
seven in northern Nevada, so he can 
add the words "clean sweep" when he 
describes his 1997 championship win. 

"I plan on riding the last round. It's 
in my contract that I have to ride the 
hare and hound series and, if I could 
make it a clean sweep, that would be 
great," said Davis, laughing at how far 
he has come in the few years since he 
turned his racing focus to off-road 
events. 

“Гуе been with Kawasaki five years 
and I've had four good years with 
them," said Davis. "The first year I got 
my butt kicked. I was coming off 
motocross and supercross, and off road 
is just so much different. You have to be 
in different shape and have the 
endurance, and I didn't have any at all. 
You have to be able to read the terrain 
and I didn't have the speed. I came off 
four-strokes, too, and you ride two- 
strokes so much faster. I learned a lot in 
that first year. I saw what I needed and I 
learned it." 

Davis is uncertain what he'll set his 
sights on next year because he is still in 
contract negotiations. But, while he is 
uncertain where he is heading, he has 
definite opinions about where off-road 
motorcycle racing is heading. 

"I like enduros and hare and hounds 
because they give me a variety of riding. 
I love racing enduros because it's kind of 
a mental game as well, not just racing, 
and it's a bummer that the sport is dying 
- for the Nationals, anyway," said Davis. 
"Local races are pretty good, but it's hard 
for people to be able to go right across 
the country to do the whole series. The 
races go from Washington state to 
Delaware and Rhode Island, and that's 
expensive. It seems that 10 years ago 
people could do it, but not anymore." 

With its races concentrated in the 
western states, Davis believes the 
National Hare & Hound Series will con- 
tinue to be popular, and he expects to 
stay in it as long as he can. But he is also 
eager to try his hand at the Grand 
National Cross Country Series, which 
takes place in the eastern states. 

"Id like to wrap up a GNCC title in 
the near future, but you almost have to 
live on the East Coast to do that series, 
and I love living on the West Coast," 
said Davis. "There are so many neat 
races I like to do out here - Adelanto, 
Elsinore Grand Prix, Best in the Desert. 
You almost have to give up one to do 
the other." 

Until next year's plans are finalized, 
Davis will continue to enjoy his latest 
championship victory and enjoy his rac- 
ing career - something that he describes 
as "a really great job." 

“I really enjoy my job. I think I have 
one of the best jobs out there, especially 
because it involves a different style of 
racing every other weekend," said 
Davis. "It's always something new: 
enduros, hare scrambles, the Six Days, 
motocross. It breaks up the monotony of 
a normal 9-to-5 job and that's why I real- 
ly like my job. It's unique." CN

Payne went out with a bang by 
dominating all eight motos of competi- 
tion en route to class victories and over- 
all CMC Trans-Cal Series titles in both 
the 125 and 250cc Intermediate classes 
during the CMC Trans-Cal Finale at the 
Hungry Valley OHV Area in Quail 
Canyon. 

Payne joined nearly 800 other 
entrants who converged on the ever- 
improving facility in search of the covet- 
ed Trans-Cal series title. 

Mark Peters did his usual work- 
around-the-clock program, building 
only the very best race track for the rac- 
ers - despite a short break when he had 
to take a ride to the hospital. 

"It was about 2 in the morning, and I 
sort of rolled the water truck," Peters 
said. "I held on to the wheel and didn't 
fall out, but a 60-pound tool box slid 
and cased my face." 

Payne was by far the most successful 
rider of the showdown and was the only 
rider to earn eight moto wins and four 
class championships. He more or less 
rode in a class of his own by pulling all 
the holeshots on his familiar number 95 
and then gradually leaving the field 
behind in each and every moto. 

Chris Gosselaar was perhaps the 
only Intermediate who could keep 





Payne in sight, and though Gosselaar 


played the role of bridesmaid for the 
length of this series, he seems to have 
left little doubt about his.ability to fill 
Payne's shoes when Payne makes the 
move to the Pro class in mid-November. 

The Pro class saw another Team 
Green rider get the gold. This time it 
was Northern California's Bret Racine, 
who, at 17, seems to be poised for future 
stardom. Racine turned a pair of second- 
place finishes into an overall victory on 
Saturday, where he topped the Suzuki 
of Brian Roth, Doug Parsons, Rusty Hol- 
land and Tim Langdon. 

The 250cc Pro class saw a surprise 
upset victory by Japanese racer Takeshi 
Koikeda, who outbattled Northern Cali- 
fornia's Rusty Holland. Koikeda chased 
down Rusty Holland in the first 250cc 
Pro moto, but when he attempted to 
pass Holland, he stuck the front wheel 
into a mudhole and fell. 

Holland went on for the win while 
Koikeda remounted for second in front 
of Chris Wheeler, Yoshitaka Atsuta and 
Billy Joe Mercier. The second moto was 
all Koikeda, as spectators yelled "Ban- 
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zai" from the sidelines with each pass- 
ing lap. In the end, Holland did chal- 
lenge Koikeda for the win, but the 
Japanese racer was a little stronger and 
posted the moto and overall victory. 

Mini racers Jonathan Shimp and 
Michael Young had all-out wars in the 
Supermini division, with Young coming 
out on top of the battles. Shimp and 
Young exchanged the lead three differ- 
ent times during Sunday's showdown 
race. Shimp made the pass of the day 
when he double-doubled past Young 
near the start-line turn, but Young 
would find an inside line a few turns 
later and get in the last word. 

Young went on for the title, while 
Shimp had an even better surprise wait- 
ing: He discovered his name had been 
drawn for the new Suzuki RM125 that 
was raffled off among the top series 
points leaders. 

Nevada's Kyle Partridge and Jimmy 
Nelson had a showdown of their own in 
the 80cc (7-11) division. Nelson, who is 
the current Grand National Champion, 
shot down Partridge in Saturday's 
round, but Partridge rebounded for 
Sunday's victory and the overall series 
title, where he topped Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Mike Alessi, А.]. Perez, Matt Gomez 
and Nelson, who crashed hard in the 
opening moto. 

Mike Alessi sewed up the series title 
with a perfect score of 205 points in the 
60cc (9-11) class after winning all 12 motos 
throughout the series over a very deter- 
mined Paul Pearcy from Arizona and 
Nick Davis from Northern California. 

Palmdale, California's Edward Her- 
ring was equally impressive in the 60cc 
(6-8) division, where he scored the bulk 
of the moto victories, while Jeff Alessi 
and Ryan Ferris recorded the remaining 
podium positions. 

Perhaps the most stunning win of the 
mini ranks was posted by Team 
Green/Pro Circuit racer Sean Collier; 
many thought he would be out for sev- 
eral months after a crash during a prac- 
tice early in the series. Collier, not one to 
be kept down, raced with a vengeance 
on both days of the showdown to record 
the series championship over Daryl Eck- 
lund.and Robert Harrold. 

The Pee Wee class saw Cole Seely 


clean house in the 50cc (7-9) class by | 


winning оп both days on his Action Pee 
Wee. Seely rode a thinking man's race: 
The 7-year-old did not try to keep up 
with the Modified class, but instead con- 
centrated on riding smartly, smoothly 
and consistently en route to the title. 

On the other side of the age bracket, 
42-year-old Kenny Zahrt recorded top 





honors in the Over 40 Master and Over 
30 Intermediate divisions. Zahrt, who 
has been competing since 1969, has 
some unusual ways of dealing with race 
situations - like resting between motos. 
Zahrt, who was.racing in three classes 
(Over 40 Master, Over 30 Intermediate, 
Over 25 Intermediate) often found him- 
self racing back-to-back motos. 

Zahrt got a break after one of his 
Over 40 Master motos when a track 
water break was taken. Zahrt rolled up 
to the line, laid his cycle on the ground, 
swept his gate, then laid down with his 
head on the rear wheel and took a 15- 
minute nap. | 

Zahrt got up just before the comple- 
tion of the water break, started his bike 
when the 30-second board came out, 
and then holeshot the start and went on 
to a top-three finish in the Over 30 Inter-

125cc National Motocross Cham- 
pion and brightest star, Ricky 
Carmichael, was definitely shining as he 
won the 125 and 250cc Pro classes at the

Dirt Shirts-sponsored AMA Fall Classic 
Motocross Series. When the sun went 
down over the hills of Tennessee and 
the racing was done, no one had any 
doubt as to why he was wearing the 
number-one plate on his bike. | 

. The day's event was also billed as th 

10th annual Suzuki Top Gun Show- 
down, and while the 125cc Pro class 
used a qualifier and single-main-event 
format, the 250cc class used two 20- 
minute-plus-one-lap motos to decide the 
overall winner. Chesterfield Yamaha's 
Mike Brown (soon to be riding a CR for 
Honda of Troy as he returns to the 
States after a year battling in the Euro- 
pean 250cc World Championship 
Series), who had been dominating every 
round of the Fall Classic Series, won the 
125cc qualifier, while Carmichael was 
content to stay glued to Brown's rear 
fender and finish second. CR-mounted 
Mark Burkhart worked his way past 
Shae Bentley to snare third. 


When the gate fell for the 125cc main, 
it was the Carmichael's big number-one 
bike leading the pack, with Brown in 
tow. Brown tried to match the speedy 
Carmichael's pace but, after a lap or so, 
it became apparent that Carmichael was 
going to dominate unless he encoun- 
tered problems. Brown decided to save 
his energy for the 250cc Pro class and 
cruised to a comfortable second-place 
finish. Kawasaki-mounted Brock Sell- 
ards (soon to be riding Hondas for the 
new FMF/Honda factory 125cc MX 
effort) beat Bentley to the flag for the 
final spot on the podium in third. 

When the gate fell for the first moto 
of the 250cc Pro class, it was Carmichael 
with the holeshot, followed by Kevin 
Walker, 500cc World Motocross con- 
tender and KTM factory rider Keith 
Bowen, and Brown. Brown wasn't about 
to let Carmichael get away this time 
and, as they came off the downhill 
stairsteps and through the rough bottom 
straight, he blew by both Walker and 
Bowen. Halfway into the second lap, 
though, Brown's.bike sputtered with 
carburetor problems, and he was fin- 
ished. In the meantime, Bowen had 
picked off Walker and was in charge of 
second after Brown's spell of bad luck. 
As they jumped into the whoops beside 
the starting line, Bowen crashed hard 
and pulled out of the moto. Up front, 
Carmichael was styling for the specta-

tors with a comfortable lead, and he 
took the checkered flag. Walker cruised 
in to finish second, with Kawasaki pilot 
Brock Sellards. third, KTM-mounted Jim 
Povolny fourth, and Jim Chester round- 
ing out the top five on an RM. 

The second moto was Brown’s last 
hope to prove a point and he pulled out 
all the stops with a clean holeshot, but 
KTM-mounted Jim  Neese and 


Carmichael were glued to his tail, and 


the race to the checkers was on. Ten- 
nessee resident Brown knew the track 
well, Brown had the speed, Brown has 
the experience on a 250, and Brown's 
bike was fast - but Carmichael was out 
to prove that all of that didn't matter on 
this day at the races. Carmichael picked 
off Neese going off the downhill 
stairsteps on the first lap and set out 
after Brown. On the second lap, Brown 
had a few bike lengths on Carmichael, 
and it looked as if Brown could hold 
him off, but Carmichael pulled right 
back up to him within half a lap. 
Carmichael then showed Brown a fend- 
er going into the off-camber section 
beside the start, but Brown had the bet- 
ter line, kept the gas on and held the 
position. Soon after, they each took very 
different lines off the downhill stairsteps 
and through the rough bottom straight- 
away, and Carmichael pulled alongside 
Brown, but he couldn't make the pass. 
At the halfway mark, Carmichael 


made another pass attempt as they came 
into the sweeper turn at the announcer's 
tower, and even had the better line and 
drive - but Brown kept it on longer 
again to retain the lead. The two contin- 
ued at a blistering pace which separated 
them from the pack rather quickly; 
behind them, Neese and Sellards were 
battling for the third-place position lap 
after lap. With three laps remaining, bad 
Iuck struck Brown again and he pulled 
off with a flat rear tire. Upon evaluating 
the situation, Brown realized that their 
battle had carried them far ahead of the 
pack, and he managed to salvage second 
place with a tire that would barely stay 
on the rim. Neese won the battle for 
third, and Sellards and Povolny closed 
out the top five. In the overall standings, 
it was Carmichael with the 1-1 in first, 
followed by Sellards (3-4), Walker (6-3), 
Povolny (4-5) and Chester (5-8). €N

19 
eith Bowen was.once one of the 
top National Pro motocross 
stars - but things do change, 
and the contender retired from 
motocross and raised ostriches at his 
grandmother's farm in Kentucky. Well, 
things changed again - because Bowen 
is now a KTM factory rider on hiatus 
from the 500cc World Championship 
Motocross circuit and is currently domi- 
nating the Silent Sport/FMF/Dirt 
Shirts-sponsored AMA Eastern National 
Four-Stroke Motocross Series. Bowen 
took another win with a 1-1 at the fifth 
round of the six-race series, held at 
Muddy Creek Raceway. | 
The race got under way in a light 
drizzle of rain and cool temperatures, 
but the track wasn't watered heavily 
and Muddy Creek Raceway was in per- 
fect condition as the racers hit the track. 
Local hotshoe Jon Boruff wasn't first 
off the start of the first moto but, exiting 
28 the second turn, he put his Kingsport 
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Kawasaki-KTM-sponsored Husaberg 
into the lead, with Kelly Smith and 
Bowen in tow. Kevin Walker was with 
the front-runners, but stalled his bike in 
the third turn and lost more than a lap 
trying to get the thumper refired. 

Halfway through the second lap, 
Boruff let his foot get sucked back under 
the footpeg while landing off a tabletop 
jump and put himself out of commission 
with an injured foot. Smith inherited the 
lead, but Bowen was pushing him hard. 
Jim Neese was the fastest rider on the 
track, and was working up from a bad 
start. 

On the third lap, Bowen moved by 
Smith and raced uncontested to the 


checkered flag for the win. Neese over- - 


took Smith by the halfway point but 
could not catch Bowen and settled for 
second. Smith held on for third, in front 
of Mark Mussleman and Jeremy Shon- 
ing in fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The second four-stroke moto saw 
Neese pull the holeshot with Bowen 
glued to his rear fender, and the race 
was on. Neese has had more experience

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on this track, but Bowen has been riding 
a four-stroke for much of the year, and 
the pass for the lead looked to be 
inevitable. On the second lap, though, 
Neese got a little breathing room when 
Bowen charged into a turn too hard and 
almost fell. With two laps to go, Bowen 
had fully recovered from his bobble, 
and he caught and passed Neese on the 
uphill horseshoe section. Neese wasn't 
ready to give up yet and repassed 
Bowen on the tabletop-infested straight- 
away after the finish line. 

The last lap was now upon the two 
riders, and Bowen took one more shot at 
passing Neese as they worked into the 
Bradshaw chicane. Both riders knew that 
whoever scored the second-moto win 
would procure the overall victory, so nei- 
ther rider wanted to let off. Bowen even- 
tually got by Neese and, as they entered 
the whoop section, Neese lost his timing 
and Bowen walked away to another vic- 
tory and a two-moto sweep of the class. 

While the battle for first place raged, 
Smith and Walker were slicing and dic- 
ing for the third-place slot. Walker was 
stronger over the long haul and got the 
nod at the flag, but his bad first-moto 
finish dropped him way back to sixth in 
the overall standings. €N

and each other before McLevy was able 
to break free and take the hard-earned 
win at round 14 of the AMA/NETRA 
Hare Scrambles Series, Clarkie's Mild 
Ride. 

More than 300 riders descended on 
Clarkie’s farm in Freetown, and the 6- 
mile course that had been laid out con- 
sisted of a sand pit, tight pine forests, 
two-track cart roads, and some rocky 
and rooty single-track trails. In the 
woods, the ground was very silty and, 
because of the extremely dry summer, it 
was incredibly dusty. There was, howev- 
er, one nasty mudhole which managed 
to take out a few riders. The stream that 
was once full of water was now a bone- 
dry rock bed. 

The riders lined up for the seven-lap 
race in a small field that funneled them 
down a quarter-mile cart road before 
they hit the silty, rocky woods. As the 
flag dropped, it was Levesque with his 
RPM YZ167 Yamaha taking the holeshot; 
right behind him were Ken Law, KTM/ 
Delta Valve/Dunlop’s Tom Norton, 
MHRA/Link's McLevy and Fox's Jerry 
Madore. Law bobbled in the third turn, 
allowing Norton to take over second 
place. 

As soon as the riders got into the tight 
woods and descended the first hill, they 
hit the silt. It was like being in a dust 
storm with zero visibility. Over the two 
previous races, 2-foot-deep ruts had 
been dug into the silt, with rocks and 
roots exposed everywhere. Some of the 
ruts became so deep that bikes were get- 
ting stuck up to their seats. It was like a 
bottomless pile of flour with plenty of 
hidden obstacles. 

Levesque, who was riding out front, 
was able to take advantage of the situation 
and put time on the rest of the pack. Nor- 
ton was dusted out instantly by Levesque 
and slammed right into a large rock. 


“Т drove down the hill blind,” Norton 
said after the event. “I knew there was a 
large rock somewhere; I drove into it, 
bottomed my forks and stalled the 
motor." 

Norton was able to get going again 
without losing a position, but not a 100 
yards later he hit a rut on an uphill, 
stalling his bike. By the time he got 
going again, McLevy was right there. 
McLevy was able to get the jump on 
Norton by riding off the trail in the 
bushes.. The two drag-raced up the hill, 
with McLevy reaching the top first. By 
the end of the first lap, Levesque had put 
13 seconds on second-placed McLevy. 
Norton was still in third place, down 
another 25 seconds, followed by Randy 
McCann and Madore. 

McLevy was on a tear on the second 
lap and closed in right behind Levesque. 
The two riders spent the entire lap trying 
to dodge each other, coming into the 
scoring barrels only seconds apart. They 
now had a minute over Norton in third 
place. McCann was still in fourth place, 
but down another 1:30, with Madore 
rounding out the top five. Levesque held 
the lead for the beginning of the second 
lap until they hit the only mudhole and 
he instantly got stuck. McLevy was right 
on him and took over the lead. Levesque 
was able to get right back out and hung 
with McLevy for the remainder of the 
lap. On the next lap, it was McLevy's 
turn to get stuck. 

“Т came into the mudhole and there 
were a lot of lappers in front of me," 
McLevy said. "I went wide to go around 
a rider and he hit a rut, bounced into me 
and my front wheel went right in." 

Once again, the lead was turned over 
to Levesque. The two riders continued 
trading places for the next two laps, with 
McLevy coming around to the barrels in 
the lead and Levesque only seconds 
behind. On the sixth lap, Levesque had 
regained the lead but was unable to real- 
ly pull away from McLevy. As the two 
climbed one of the silty hills, a lapper 
crashed in front of Levesque, knocking 
him off his bike. McLevy was right there 
and took advantage of the situation as he

put the hammer 
down, trying to 
put as much dis- 
tance as possible 
on Levesque for 
the final lap. 

In the end, it 
was McLevy tak- 
ing the win, with 
almost 20 seconds 
on Levesque. Nor- 
ton, who was run- 
ning in third place 
all. day, closed to 
within 30 seconds 
of the leaders by the end of the fifth lap. 
Unfortunately, as he headed out for the 


sixth lap, he ran into a mechanical fail- 


ure. 

“I jumped a big rock and landed in 
some rocks and roots, and something 
started grinding," Norton said after 
retiring from the race. “I ended up brak- 
ing second gear in my transmission." 

Third overall for the day went to 
Midtown Kawasaki's McCann, the last 
АА rider to finish in the top five. Fourth 
overall went to Open Expert rider Ken 
Valentine, who also took the Expert- 
Class Overall win, moving himself one 
step closer to becoming ап АА rider next 
year. Rounding out the top five for the 
day was 250cc Expert rider Brian O'Neil 
on his Kawasaki 250. 

The Junior event once again saw 
Drew Carpenter take the lead from start 
to finish. Derek Phelps finished second, 
down over two minutes, with Brian 
Sebben taking third, back another 30 sec- 
onds. Rob Rowe took the win in the Mini 
class, with Robert Langenback finishing 
a distant second. €N

—* Racing Motorcycle Association at 
the Hollister Hills Grand Prix motocross 
facility, where the seventh annual Santa 
Clara Riders Unlimited /Speed & Sport 
National Series finale took place, includ- 
ing two days of swap meets, the Vintage 
Concours d'Elegance, and the National 
trials - and, on Sunday, nearly 400 
motocrossers were surrounded by some 
pretty heavy legends, including the likes 
of Mark Brelsford and John Gennai in 
their first visit, along with Dick Mann, 
AHRMA executive director and two- 
time World Motocross Champion Jeff 
Smith, trials superstar Mick Andrews, 
Canadian National champ Zoli Berenyi, 
Jimmy Odom, and Donnie Castro, to 
name just a few. 

Mike Fenner and his Starman Moto- 
sports promoting crew had their largest 
turnout, and there was much grinning 
during a trophy presentation that saw 
Paul and David Olliges at the top of the 
Premier Heavyweight and Premier 
Lightweight Expert trials divisions, 
respectively, with both dropping just six 
points in the 14 sections. Ernie Stair won 
the Premier Heavyweight Intermediate 
on an AJS, with just 12 points lost, over 
second-running Gary Davis on his Royal 
Enfield. 

Roger Brophy was tops in the Premier 
Lightweight Novice division, with just 
eight points lost, while Bill McClinton 
Ged with Don Kelley for second but got 
the honors due to age. (McClinton is à 
young 62, while Kelley is a veritable kid 
at 54.) His nephew Mike Kelley won the 
single-shock Expert division with a six 
on his Gas Gas, while Mike's dad, Bruce, 
out of the riding bit for some 14 years, 
finished second to Sherwood Gibson in 
the Intermediate class.

Larry Pow- 
ers’ Bultaco was Best of Show, while Dan 
Rouitt’s Royal Enfield 500 Fury - the 
same one that was ridden by Elliott 
Schultz at Ascot - won Best Dirt Bike, 
and Marsh Runyon’s ‘48 Panhead 
Harley-Davidson won Best Street Bike 
honors. Best European went to Kay 
Mann’s Ossa ISDT Six-Days model, 
while the Judges’ Choice went to Terry 
Hyde’s Rickman Matchless, and the Peo- 
ple’s Choice was Bill Goldfoos’ Benelli 
260. Goldfoos would go on to win the 
Over 40 Novice division on Sunday. 

As always, the Saturday night festivi- 
ties included much smiling and bench 
racing, with lots of autograph signing 
and, for the attendees' viewing pleasure,

-movies that brought some oohs and ahs. 


However, the main event of the weekend 
came when more than 350 riders showed 
up for 14 motos on Sunday. 

Dick Mann honored the theme mar- 
que with a 1964 BSA C15 250cc mount in 
the Premier Lightweight Expert division, 
winning both motos over stuntman Gary 
Davis, who rode a 1965 Honda to second 
place, ahead of Mike Green on his West 
Coast British Racing's BSA C15. The 
Intermediate division saw Reese Dengler 
take a 2-1 win on his 1963 Jawa 250 and 
Larry Madrigal slipping to second with à 
not-so-good second-moto start to tally a 
1-2 for second overall on his 1960 BSA 
250. 

The hotly contested Over 50 Expert 
class saw Mick Andrews emerge as the 
winner on his 1970 Cheney. He also 
topped the Sportsman Open Twin Expert 
class, while Danny Davies rode his Tri- 
umph-BSA 650 to second with a 2-3 score 
over John Huegel's 360 Yamaha (3-5).

last-lap pass; he then had a not-very-

Brown was 
third over Troy Smalley and Charlie 
Richardson. 

A full gate of Over 50 and Over 60 
Novices saw Steve Lacey win both motos 
on a Tom Keeble-prepared Cheney 
Honda. The former Palo Alto MC pro 
was looking to move on to the Intermedi- 
ate class. Second went to Dennis Rose 
with a 3-2 tally, and third (and first Over 
60) went to Ralph Porzelt, with a great 2- 
3 performance. 

In the Premier 500cc Expert ranks, 
"Vintage Ironman" Rick Doughty and 
“Bugsy” Mann held a classic clinic, with 
Doughty winning in both motos, but the 
63-year-old legend, Mann, led and was 
very much in the hunt on his Monark 
500. He said (as he has so often stated), "I 
don't do real well under 35 mph." 

Mark Julian topped the Intermediate 
division with a pair of wins on his 1966 
Matchless, while Terry Pratt was second 
on his 1955 BSA 500 over Alan Moore 
and Dutchman Willie Van Dijk. Willie 
and his brother Piet were also rewarded 
for making their long journey, as Willie 
took a second behind Dave Walden in 
the Classic 500cc Intermediate class and 
Piet a third in the Classic Expert behind

Ithough Chase Meineke wasn't the 
A rider on the track, he was 

the most consistent, and that's 
what it took to win the 80cc Beginner 
class during the fifth and final round of 
the GFI Fall Series, held at Perris Race- 
way. 

Chase's brother, Spencer, was quick- 
est off the gate in the first moto, leading 
Bryan Ehrman, Chris Aleksiejczl and 
Kevin Holmes. Ehrman made his way 
into the lead on the first circuit of the 
track, with Holmes going down and 
dropping to the back of the pack. 
Ehrman put a couple of seconds on 
Spencer Meineke, who was under heavy 
pressure from his brother and Aleksiejc- 
zl. Chase Meineke passed both Alek- 
siejczl and his brother at the midway 
point and set out after Ehrman. He then 
closed to within a couple of seconds of 
Ehrman on the final lap, but the pass for 
the lead wasn't going to happen. 
Spencer Meineke was a few seconds off 
his brother's pace, finishing third ahead 
of Aleksiejczl. Holmes fought back from 
his first-lap fall to get around Jeremy 
Malott for fifth. 

Ehrman holeshot round two over 
Aleksiejczl, Holmes and the Meineke 
duo. Holmes pushed Aleksiejczl back to 
third on their first trip through the 
jump-filled back section of the course. 
Holmes was hounding Ehrman until 
Ehrman bobbled and quickly fell from 
the lead to fourth place. Aleksiejczl ran 
second in front of a hard-charging 
Chase Meineke for a couple of laps, 
until he took a Perris Raceway soil sam- 
ple of his own and ended up back in 
ninth place. Meineke inherited the run- 
ner-up position, with Holmes about five 
seconds ahead of him and with three 
laps left in which to reel him in - and 
that's what he did. With the white flag 
out, Meineke was glued to Holmes' back 
fender. Holmes held him off for the sec- 
ond-moto win, but overall honors went 
to the consistent 2-2 scores of Meineke. 
Second overall was Ehrman's with 1-3 
finishes after an exciting last-lap battle 
that saw him hold off Spencer Meineke 
and Malott. 

Adam Cini gated at the front of the 
250cc Intermediate class and stayed 
there for the first-moto win on his 
CR250. Randy Clark kept Cini in sight 
to finish a close second, ahead of Todd 
Campbell and Akira Sunada. 

Cini jumped out of the gate with the 
second-moto lead and with Campbell all 
over his back fender. Cini and Campbell 
went at it over the lead for the first three 
laps, until Campbell fell and severely 
bent his bars. Sunada took over second 
place, but only enjoyed it for a few turns 
before Clark decided he wanted it a lit- 
tle more. Cini was cruising all alone out 
front and took his second moto win of 
the day over Clark and Sunada. 

The first moto in the 125cc Novice 
class saw Joshua West go wire to wire 
for the win aboard his Pro Choke/RP 
Racing-backed Suzuki. Jeremiah John- 
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son gated in second place, but he 
couldn't hold off TM-mounted Daniel 
Soundergaard and ended up third at the 
checkered flag. Jason Ebel worked his 
way around Craig McCall for fourth. 

Soundergaard got a great second- 
moto start and within a lap had put five 
seconds on Dru Blocker, who was lead- 
ing a tight-knit pack that included West, 
Cliff Jennings and Ebel. West came out 
on top of the great battle for second by 
the midway point, but Soundergaard 
was long gone with a huge lead. West 
chipped away at Soundergaard's lead 
and may have caught him, but time ran 
out. Soundergaard's 2-1 wrapped up the 
overall win. Cliff Jennings and Ebel 
argued over third up until the final turn, 
with Jennings getting to the line first. 
Ebel's 4-4 score topped Johnson's 3-6 for 
third overall behind West. 

The first 250cc Beginner moto 
belonged to Suzuki-mounted Jim Thrift 
right from the drop of the gate. Andy 
Ashlock, Zach Canizales and Bob 
Arthur gated in second through fourth, 
respectively, and stayed together to fin- 
ish in the same order. 

A pileup in the first turn of the sec- 
ond moto claimed both Ashlock and 
Canizales, while Arthur sprinted away 
with the lead. Arthur used his good start 
to take the second-moto win. Thrift 
bounced back from a sixth-place start to 
close in on Arthur on the last lap. Thrift's 
runner-up finish was good enough for 
the overall win over the 4-1 of Arthur. 
An amazing ride by Canizales saw him 
come back from his first-turn incident to 
finish third and third overall. 

Ryan Doty finished off the series 
with another win in the 250cc Novice 
class. Doty won both motos, but not 
without some stiff competition from 
rival Branden Milstead. Milstead had 
the early first-moto lead that lasted just 
over a lap before Doty found some room 
to pass. Doty pulled out a slight lead by 
the checkers. 

Doty and Milstead went at it right 
from the drop of the gate in round two. 
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Doty held a slight advantage, but Mil- 
stead showed him his front fender at 
every opportunity. This game of tag 
lasted the entire race, with Doty prevail- 
ing at the finish by just a few feet for a 
well-deserved victory. Jay Pavlovec fin- 
ished a lonely third both times out, 
ahead of Jason Duncan. 

Eric Hameister had a good day at the 
track, taking a couple of runner-up fin- 
ishes behind Mike Wilson in the Over 25 
Novice class, then returning to sweep 
both rounds of the Over 30 Novice class. 

Hameister had his hands full with 
Craig McCall in the first Over 30 Novice 
moto, but managed to power his YZ250 
past the KX125 of McCall on the last lap 
for the win. Chris Repp led most of the 
second moto, only to get overtaken by 
the Hameister/McCall duo at the end to 
finish third in front of C.T. Falk. 

Denny Davidow reeled off the sec- 
ond-moto holeshot, followed by Falk 
and Hameister. Hameister missed a turn 
and collected a rear wheel full of ban- 
ners, which dropped him to midpack. 
Davidow and Falk traded the lead back 
and forth as Hameister climbed back 
toward the front of the field. With the 
white flag waving, Hameister put the 
move on Falk for second, then railed 
around Davidow for the win. Falk's 4-3 
rides edged out Davidow's 6-2 for sec- 
ond overall. 

Jesse Casillas rode his Noleen/SMP/ 
ZLT-backed YZ80 to a four-moto sweep 
of the 80cc Intermediate and Supermini 
classes. Casillas defeated Dustin Wat- 
son, Anthony Bruscella and Cale Wal- 
lace in the 80cc Intermediate ranks. 
Casillas returned to run away easily 
from everyone in the Supermini class, 
including all the 125cc Beginners who 
were on the same gate. Watson also 
returned for a pair of runner-up finishes 
with Matt Prochnavy, Micky Griffin and 
Brandon Staddan rounding out the top 
five. 

Team Moto XXX racer Mike Metzger 
made his way around fast starter 
Dustin Nelson on lap four of the 20-

Parriott pounces at 
Buttonwillow Road Race

BUTTONWILLOW, CA, OCT. 12 
Brian Parriott won his first Formula Pacific race 
of the season at the last round of the eight-race 
AFM Series held at Buttonwillow Raceway Park. 
Parriott rode his Honda CBR600F3 to the 
front of a three-way battle for the lead featuring 
Jeff Short and defending champion Steve Rapp. 
Rapp jumped to the early lead from his fourth- 
row starting position, quickly leading Parriott 
and Short, in that order, away from the rest of 
the pack. Rapp was under constant pressure 
from Parriott but would not relinquish the lead 
until Short slid his Chandelle Motorsports 
GSXR750 past both 600s going into turn one. 
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Parriott followed shortly after, moving past 
Rapp and eventually using his comparatively 
nimble 600 to take the lead and the victory. 
Short's second clinched second place overall, 
while Rob Mesa, circulating safely in fifth place 
aboard his RPM-tuned Yamaha 1000, clinched 
the number-one plate. Cory Call spent the 
majority of the race in fourth place, unable to 
match the pace set by the leading trio yet well 
clear of Mesa. 

Parriott, once again, won both the 600cc 
Superbike and Production race, both times beat- 
ing the GSXR600 of Timothy Kamholz across the 
line. His Superbike victory was aided by a rare 
DNF from Rapp, who was forced to pull off after 
only a few laps, relinquishing a sizable lead. 

Call returned to take the victory in the For- 
mula One division, putting his GSXR750 atop 
the podium in a class that has been dominated 
this season by the Suzukis. The British Top Brass 
team got another superb finish from Rich Snow- 
den. Snowden took his Honda RS250 to second 
place in the generally four-stroke-dominated 
class, making an excellent return to the track 
after an untimely DNF cost him à potential top- 
three finish in Formula Two earlier in the day. 

Dave Mason won his second consecutive 
Formula Two race, following up his Thunderhill 
victory and closing out the season on an upward 
trend. Brian LeFevre circulated near midpack on 
his Honda of Milpitas-supported bike to clinch 
the season championship, but may not have 
such an easy time of it next season, what with 
the improvements made by the rest of the field - 
especially Mason and Ed Marchini, who finished 
second in Formula Two to back up his seventh- 
place finish in Formula Pacific.

Firefighters fastest at 
Fire & Police MX Nat’!

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, OCT. 13-14 

An absent ambulance would spell near disaster 
at most races, because it would mean a delay in 
the day’s program. There is, however, at least 
one event where the promoters don’t have to 
worry about contracting with the local service. 
The reason? Practically every one of the racers, if 
not an actual EMT or paramedic, is well-versed 
in first aid. 

That's just one of the things that set the ninth 
annual Fire & Police MX Nationals at Glen 
Helen Raceway Park apart from your average 
race. (There's also the fact that most of the 
entrants have been out of college for several 
years and are suspiciously clean-cut - no one at 
this race sported purple hair or multiple pounds 
of body-piercing accessories.) 

What remained the same was the love of rid- 
ing and racing - you had to be a diehard, 
because it was one of the windiest days ever 
seen at Glen Helen, making for pretty miserable 
conditions. On their bikes and on the track, 
though, it would be impossible to tell the differ- 
ence between the nearly 200 entrants at this 
event - each of whom (except for those in the 
sponsors' race) must work in law enforcement 
or fire fighting - and those in a normal weekend 
crowd at Glen Helen. (Oh, yes, and to better 
accommodate those entrants' work schedules, 
the race is held on a Monday and Tuesday, with 
motocross the first day and a grand prix the 
next.) Most racers came from the Southern Cali- 
fornia area, of course, but Arizona, Nevada, Col- 
orado and even Canada were represented in the 
event, which was spearheaded by Mike Dunn, 
Steve Marquez and Ed Wilson. 

Long Beach Federal Fire Department's Joe 
Merriam, on his KX250, proved to be one of the 
fastest of the day, doing his fellow firefighters 
proud. He took both Vet Expert motos over

Honda-mounted Don Biava of the California 
Highway Patrol, while LA City Fire's Scott Nel- 
son recorded a pair of thirds on his Honda. 

Merriam's real test came in the Sportsmen 
Expert class, against mostly younger competi- 
tors. There, Rural Metro Fire's Scott Frey got the 
lead early in both motos on his YZ250 and won 
with a comfortable cushion over Merriam both 
times out. Danny Montoya of the U.S. Forest 
Service started on the second gate with the rest 
of the Sportsmen Intermediates, but caught and 
passed most of the Experts on his RM125 to easi- 
ly win his class. 

One of the best races of the day showcased 
two law-enforcement officers, though. In the 
popular Four-Stroke class, Mark Davenport of 
the U.S. Border Patrol jumped out to an early 
lead on his XR600R, enjoying a definite horse- 
power advantage over Bill Fullmer on his Stro- 
ker-built KLX365R. An ISDE silver medalist and 
former CHP motorcycle officer, Fullmer worked 
on Davenport the whole race, finally passing 
him on the last lap. "He'd outhorsepower me, 
but he kept going wide (in the infield turns)," 
Fullmer said, "so I went to the inside on the last 
lap, got the drive and went by him so fast I 
thought he missed a shift!" 

Fullmer backed up his first-moto perfor- 
mance with a wire-to-wire win in the second 
over Davenport. LA County Fire's Donnie 
Herold took his Honda to consistent thirds in 
both motos.

Killian conquers 
Lemon Motocross

John Killian redeemed himself from his terrible 
Langtown performance with a double moto 
sweep of the Vet class at the second round of the 
SoCal XRs National series at Lemon Grove Race- 
way on the one of the best Pee Wee tracks 
around. Specialized Cycle Service-backed Killian 
was not without challenges, as he fended off the 
attacks of the 13 other riders in the packed class. 

In the first moto, KXR-mounted Killian 
jumped into the lead, using the advantage of a 
modified bike in the run-what-ya-brung Vet 
class. Thad Wolfe was right on his tail, riding a 
stock 100. Curt Farrar was in third, and the three 
were never more than a few wheels apart. Wolf 
pushed his stocker to the limit, waiting for Kil- 
lian to throw it away, but it never happened. 
Farrar hung in there for third, with Tom Duddy, 
Marty Desbrow and Craig Mitchell right in the 
fray. 

The second moto was just as intense, as Kil- 
lian took a beating in the first turn but still 
emerged out in front. Wolf got the worst of it 
ahd had to fight through the pack as Desbrow 
was able to edge out Dan "Banana Man" Ala- 
mangos for the second spot in the moto. Des- 
brow suffered an even worse fate as he realized 
he had not placed an "X" on his number plate - 
and Duddy was scored in second place. Wolf 
charged into fourth by moto's end and took 
third overall. | 

Stock Amateur was the packed gate of the 
day with 16 riders on the gate, andthe action at 
the first turn would have made supercross pro- 
moters proud. All those riders cramming into 
the Pee Wee-sized first turn all at once spelled 
disaster, and only half the field made it through 
the pileup. Out in front with the holeshot was 
Mitchell, one of many Vets pulling double-class 
duty, followed by the ever-slamming Alaman- 
gos brothers, Dan and Chris, as well as Charlie 
Muraoka and Dan Legere. Chris Alamangos 
could not restrain himself for the safe pass and 
threw caution to the wind, trying to get from 
second to first, but he ended up in fourth. Again 
going for the big pass, Harbor Freight-backed 
Chris Alamangos took Mitchell, Dan Alamangos 
and Muraoka wide in a turn, allowing, Legere to 
methodically sneak into the lead. Still not satis- 
fied with second, Chris Alamangos went for the 
big last-lap pass - only to have his brother Dan 
sneak by and take second.

Charley Rennie ripped up the competition in the 
250cc Novice division at Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway. Rennie and Mark Hermann were the 
class of the field as they traded moto wins - with 
Rennie getting the last moto win, the last laugh, 
and the overall trophy. 

Rennie blasted his Kawasaki through the 
first corner to start race one, just ahead of the 
green machine of Mark Hermann, Heath 
McCormick (a visitor from Orange, California) 
and local ace Dave Gifford. Hermann battled his 
way into the lead as the pack flashed through 
the first lap and Gifford moved up into third to 
dice with the leaders. The top positions would 
remain static for the rest of the race, with Her- 
mann eventually taking the moto win over Ren- 
nie and Gifford. 

Heath McCormick shot to the lead to start 
moto two, with Rennie and Reed Keller on his 
fender. The whole pack was bunched up and 
there was lots of shuffling going on during the 
whole frantic first lap. By the time they soared 
over the finish-line tabletop, Hermann had 
claimed the lead. Rennie, Reed Keller, Dusty 
Schaller, Gifford and Heath McCormick were 
right on his fender. As the race progressed, Her- 
mann and Rennie started to open a lead on the 
rest of the field. Late in the race, Rennie capital- 
ized on a miscue by Hermann to take over first 
and the DĂ Amo Motorsports rider went on to a 
solid win. Hermann recovered to save second, 
ahead of Keller and Gifford. Due to his second- 
race heroics, Rennie earned overall honors in the 
250cc Novice class. Hermann finished second 
overall, with Gifford finishing third and Keller 
fourth. 

There was action aplenty in the 125cc race, 
with Billy Nicoll and Kingman, Arizona's Heath 
Mitchell passing and repassing for the 125cc 
Intermediate lead on the first lap.

Nicoll continued on in moto two, racing to 
the front of the Intermediates until he washed 
out in the back corner, allowing Mitchell and 
Mesquite, Nevada's Burton to get by. Mitchell 
got on the gas but couldn't completely shake 
Burton. However, he was able to hold him off 
for the win. Nicoll came on strong at the end of 
the race to close the gap on Burton, but had to 
settle for third. Mitchell's come-from-behind 
second-moto win gave him the overall 125cc 
Intermediate crown, with Nicoll and Burton fin- 
ishing second and third overall.

Prieto pounces at 
Florida CCS Road Race

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, SEPT. 28 

Shane Prieto took first place in the Unlimited 
Grand Prix Shootout for the fifth time in a row 
at the CCS Regional Road Races, held at Moroso 
Motorsports Park. 

The last race of the day took place in the 
pouring rain, and there were so many puddles 
forming on the track that tle racers should have 
turned in their leathers and bikes for wetsuits 
and Jet Skis. Prieto held fast as he surfed his 
machine through the standing water on the 
track and finished the race with a nine-second 
lead over second-placed Marco Martinez and 
third-placed Brett Ray. Joseph Capicotti crossed 
the finish line in fourth place one minute, 28 sec- 
onds behind the race leaders, and was followed 
by Ed Barrett in fifth place. 

The real battle took place nine seconds 
behind the race leader, Prieto, who had walked 
(or sailed) away from the rest of the pack by the 
end of the first lap. Martinez and Ray swapped 
positions throughout the race, with Martinez 
holding down second place as the two came 
down the front straight and through turns one 
and two. Ray gained on the back straight and 
passed Martinez to hold second place only until 
the two reached the front straight and turns one 
and two again. This water-ballet battle repeated 
itself through every lap of the race. Colin Gilbert 
was close behind Martinez and Ray throughout 
most of the race and held a solid fourth until, 
with only two laps to go, he crashed in turn 
nine. The pace of the race was slow and cautious 
for most of the competitors, and riders pulled off 
the track to avoid a surfing competition. Howev- 
er, the Florida Custom Glass Company / Pirelli / 
Suzuki-backed Prieto, undaunted by all the 
water, charged his way around the track to 
claim his first-place prize - for the fifth time in a 
row. He also finished first in the Unlimited 
Superbike and Unlimited Sportbike classes. 

Mike Luke, unlike many riders, was looking 
forward to racing in the rain. He missed his 
place on the starting grid of the Shootout due to 
mechanical problems and would have been seri- 
ous competition for Prieto had he been able to 
run his machine in the typical South Florida 
weather. The Arai/Seminole Powersports /Cycle 
Riders Suzuki-sponsored rider had already 
taken five first-place finishes and was confident- 
ly pushing his bike through - not around - the 
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accumulating puddles on the track. Luke took 
home first-place trophies in Expert СТІ, Mid- 
dleweight Sportbike, Heavyweight Sportbike, 
Middleweight Superbike, and Middleweight 
GP.

Four wins for Rand at

By lap two, Rand 
had taken over the lead and Strunk had moved 
to second, while the man on the move was Team 
Fast Cycle’s Josh Demuth. After suffering an 
11th-place start, Demuth moved up to fifth by 
the end of lap one. On lap five, Demuth moved 
into second place and was starting to show 
Rand a wheel. Finally on lap 18, Demuth was 
able to tuck underneath Rand to take over the 
lead. However, the aggressive Rand blitzed the 
whoop section to retake the lead and win the 
125cc main, followed by Demuth, Wey, Carsten 
and Collier. 

The 250cc main looked to be the same story 
as Rand grabbed the holeshot, followed by 
Carsten, Wey, Demuth and Collier. This time it 
looked as though Wey was going to make a 
charge at Rand as he applied pressure in the 
early laps of the race. However, Rand main- 
tained his unmatchable pace and finished the 
race several seconds ahead of Wey, Demuth, 
Carsten and Strunk. 

To complete his winning sweep, Rand’s 
third and fourth win came from the three-lap 
Dash for Cash and the jumping contest. After a 
brief vacation from the world of motocross, 
Rand - Ohio’s winningest amateur champion - is 
out to prove that he is serious about his return to 
the AMA Pro circuit.

Greene gets gold at 
CZ World Championship

PERRIS, CA, OCT. 5 

CZs of all shapes and descriptions were pre- 
sent at the CZ World Championships held at 
Perris Raceway, and Ken Greene took the over- 
all win with two moto wins in the Open Stock 
class. 

In the pits were immaculately restored CZs 
in stock trim alongside tricked-out bikes which 
merely ran CZ engines cleverly wedged into 
modern frames. Generally, CZ riders must 
learn to accept comments about their mounts 
being examples of the best innovation to 
escape from behind the former Iron Curtain. 
To CZ riders, Russia's Mir space station is 
dependable. They believe it is not a real man's 
bike unless it kickstarts on the left; takes a 
minimum of six inches of lever throw to shift, 
has a coffin-style gas tank, loves sharp corners 
and torques out of turns like a tractor. And, 
whereas CZ riders usually find their own cor- 
ner of the pits for selfimposed segregation, at 
the CZ World Championships, CZ riders stand 
proud. 

Greene took the overall with wins in both 
motos, followed by Ed Sims and David Boyd- 
stun. Sims, who is frequently hard to beat on his 
totally tricked-out Honda 250сс Elsinore, 
showed that he can handle the European iron as 
well and took a third in moto one and a second 
in moto two for second overall. But it was 
Greene's day, as his CZ 400 ran strong and car- 
ried him to the overall victory. 

For truly unique bikes, one had to look no 
further than the CZ Modified class, where die- 
hard CZ racers build bikes that look modern - 
well, almost. Here, Gary DeForest took first- 
place honors on a highly modified machine run- 
ning the Czech power train. 
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Skeptics occasionally view vintage racing as 
little more than a fast-paced parade of immacu- 
late - but nonetheless old - machinery ridden by 
enthusiasts who are more showmen than com- 
petitors. If ever that myth was dispelled, it was 
at Perris, where the competition was exception- 
ally fierce. Among those who succumbed to the 
disabled list were Doug Archibald (broken arm), 
Verne Elmore (bruises and abrasions), David 
Duane (bruises from chest to knees) and Mark 
Arsenault (dislocated groin - ouch!).

Pratt prevails at 
Perris Vintage MX

CZ-mounted Terry Pratt prevailed over his fel- 
low elder statesmen in the Over 50 Intermediate 
class at the Southwest Vintage Racing Group's 
recent Western Regional/SoCal Motocross 
Series, held at Goat Breker's Perris, California, 
motocross track. Competition was fierce in both 
motos as the Over 50 riders convincingly 
showed the spectators and the other racers that 
they could bang bars with the best of them. Pratt 
showed racing savvy and speed to take the over- 
all win, but it was not easy. 

In the first moto, it was a classic battle of 
horsepower vs. handling as Rick Williams, 
aboard a 1974 Honda 250cc Elsinore, jumped to 
a lead down the doglegged left starting straight, 
only to find Over 50 Expert Dennis Middleton, 
on a CZ, catching him in the tight turns of the 
Perris track's technical back sections. Down the 
front straight, though, Williams pulled away 
each lap, only to be repassed by Middleton in 
the turns. The lead exchanges continued until 
the checkered flag as Williams took first, fol- 
lowed by Middleton. Pratt played it smart, as he 
stayed well clear of the heated action and main- 
tained third overall and second in the Over 50 
Intermediate class. 

The second moto was also a spectator's 
delight, but in this round it was Pratt who bat- 
tled with Williams for the lead, as Middleton 
suffered an early flame-out. Now it was Pratt's 
machine which was required to carry the CZ 
moniker to victory over Williams' Honda. The 
two fought bar to bar in turn after turn, but Pratt 
proved to be a little too much for the competi- 
tion, and he took the win. Pratt's 2-1 finishes 
gave him first overall over Williams and Mike 
Damon. 

Although no injuries resulted, racing in the 
Over 40 Novice class was wild, with 14 riders 
going head to head in both motos. In moto one, 
Ossa-mounted Fred Brown left the starting gate 
on the right, but midstraight decided the line to 
his left was preferable. Unfortunately, that line 
was already occupied by Husky pilot Dwayne 
Scrivnor and, when the two tangled, it was 
Brown's Ossa which remained up as Scrivnor's 
Husky went down. The outcome was equally 


unfortunate for Jeff O'Brien on his red Bultaco 
Pursang as, moments later, Brown took himself 
and O'Brien out. O'Brien quickly remounted 
and managed to salvage eighth. 

Moto two saw similar mad-dash starting 
action, but this time it was Dwayne Scrivnor 
who elected to go straight through the pack as 
the rest of the field - as well as the track - went 
left. Undeterred, Scrivnor found his way back 
into the fray and picked off a couple of riders. 
Stan Adams took the overall win, followed by 
Steve Ottinger and Craig Lauterman.

suit. On lap one, Springer made an attempt to 
pass Wessels in the whoop section and went 
down, handing second to Rice.

With half a lap to go, Wessels' bike 
quit running; he later claimed it was an electrical 
problem. This moved up hard chargers Gilmore 
and Pierce to second and third, respectively, 
with Curran holding on to third. 

In the action-packed moto two, Robert 
Esparza claimed the holeshot, followed by 
Springer, Michael Rigdon and Rice. Pierce 
decided to give the rest of the pack a head start 
and stalled his engine as the gate fell. Pierce 
finally got going, but in dead last. Up front, 
Esparza was in the lead as Springer tried to 
work his way by. 

Esparza rode a flawless race to the checkers 
and, with a fifth in moto one, claimed second 
overall. The battle for third was heating up as 
Rigdon began to put intense pressure on Rice, 
and as the two came together over the finish-line 
tabletop jump, Rigdon made the pass. Pierce 
was a man on a mission, and the YZ throttle 
jockey put on an unbelievable charge and man- 
aged to pass 12 riders in seven laps, finishing in 
fourth place and third overall. Moto-one winner 
Gilmore again found himself coming from as far 
back as sixth place. Gilmore, knowing he needed 
to pass a few riders to take the overall, turned 
up the wick and finished the moto in third, for 
the overall win.

Stewart and Dougherty win 
big at Hurricane Hills MX

The first annual Boyesen/Twin Air Youth 
National Motocross Championships held at 
Hurricane Hills Sports Center featured multi- 
time AMA Youth National Champion James 
Stewart, who topped the podium in the 80сс (10- 
11) and Supermini classes with 1-1 finishes in 
both classes. Mike Dougherty won both the 
125сс Amateur and Schoolboy classes with 1-1 
finishes in both classes as well.

Robby Wheeler romped to the win in the com- 
petitive Supermini class at a District 14 
Motocross held at Moreland's MX. The Supermi- 
ni class was started in D-14 à couple of years ago 
to give 80 and 60cc riders a second class in 
which to compete.

Hauser was left 
searching the gearbox for the right gear to get 
his forward motion going again. At the end of 
the long straight along the woods, Hauser was 
again caught off guard, this time by a hard- 
charging Robby Wheeler, who held it on just a 
little longer going into the corner, slamming his 
way into third. Jungnitsch quickly opened up a 
five-second lead, but by lap three, the battle 


between Manion and Wheeler had brought the . 


pair to within striking distance of the leader. 
Hauser continued to hold down fourth, over 
Mark Shavers. 

By the midway point, Wheeler had posi- 
tioned himself to capitalize on any mistake Man- 
ion might make, and as the two exited the berm 
around the pine tree Manion lost his front end, 
handing over second to Wheeler. Manion quick- 
ly remounted in third but now had company 
from a recovering Hauser. Wheeler's luck contin- 
ued as Jungnitsch overshot the berm at the bot- 
tom of the double downhill, face-planting him- 
self; Wheeler drove around the outside and into 
the lead. Jungnitsch remounted in second. A 
now fully recovered Hauser was back up to 
speed and, after a short battle with Manion, he 
took over third coming up to the spectator table- 
top. But Manion wasn't done yet: He took back 
the position just two corners later with a very 
aggressive inside move. Just two laps from the 
end, Jungnitsch suffered mechanical problems as 
his rear wheel exploded when he landed hard off 
the triple along pit road. On the final lap, Wheel- 
er cruised, holding on to a 15-second advantage 
over Manion and Hauser. Finishing in the fourth 
spot was a late-charging Scotty Thomason, with 
Shavers rounding out the top five.

Meanwhile, a close series points battle 
was decided as Larry Waters placed third, ahead 
of Mark Leatherman in fifth. Waters took the 
series crown, one point ahead of Leatherman. 

Blake Nash came into the final series round 
leading the 50cc (4-6) points race over Bubba 
Crosby. Crosby won the day, earning enough 
points to claim the series win by а margin of one 
point over Nash, who placed fourth for the day. 

The fierce Over 25 class saw Dell Ellanson 
move up in the first moto to finish second, 
behind Mike Hamilton. Ellanson then held on to 
his holeshot advantage to win the second moto, 
netting the class win over Hamilton. Mike 
McConnville's hopes for edging out Hamilton 
for the series victory in either the Over 25 or 
Over 30 classes ended when McConnville was 
sidelined after a spill in the first Over 25 moto.

о ог three 
years ago, peo- 
ple were start- 


ing to talk about the 
V-four 500cc Grand 
Prix factory bikes as 
"clumsy dinosaurs." 
Their time was over, 
with V-twins set to 
push them hard, 
under the current 
favorable weight 
rules - and just wait 
until the three-cylin- 
der bikes get going. 

After a couple of 
years of serious skir- 
mishing, it must be 
said that the V-fours 
have put up a pretty 
convincing fight, 
while after just one year, the three-cylin- 
der option - Kenny Roberts’ Modenas - 
has fallen short of expectations. 

There is a twin that has put up a wor- 
thy fight - Honda's own factory 
machine, ridden to a best of second 
place two years in a row by Tadayuki 
Okada and then Takuma Aoki - and this 
gives strength to the "dinosaur" faction. 
The Honda NSR-V is the only non V- 
four to have had development budget 
and resources in the same league as the 
established V-fours. Even then, this is 
only a fraction of the total amount spent 
on all the Japanese V-fours. 

The matter is not settled yet - though 
at the privateer level, only one was left 
of the mainstay V-four ROC- and Har- 
ris-Yamahas, with everybody else hav- 
ing switched to the Honda V-twins. 

But the revolution is not only about 
providing an alternative to V-fours. The 
major thrust is to rival the Japanese fac- 
tories themselves, with a direct attack on 
what Kenny Roberts contemptuously 
refers to as "sticker bikes - they're deliv- 
ered, you put your stickers on, and go 
racing." 

Here we find the other side of the 
coin - or maybe that should be "lack of 
coin." The end of the 1997 season finds 
the challengers in serious disarray. 

The original alternative, and the first 
V-twin, the Aprilia, faces a distinct pos-

sibility of getting the ax. Having grown 
bit by bit to almost 480cc from the origi- 
nal 430cc, and having delivered Doriano 
Romboni to the front row on four occa- 
sions, and to the rostrum (at Assen) for 
the first time in four years of trying, the 
pretty tandem-twin (two crankshafts) 
"super-250" has succeeded in every 
technical aim except one: The damn 
thing lacks acceleration, so even when 
Romboni did start from the front row, 
he was usually last or close to last by the 
time the rest of them had reached the 
first corner. 

No final decision had been made, but 
it seemed likely that the Aprilia factory 
will pass the whole caboodle on to a pri- 
vate team next year, and wash their 
hands of an at least partially successful 
exercise. 

The other European effort was the Elf 
500, which challenged the Japanese at 
their own game; a V-four, it did things 
in rather different ways from the estab- 
lishment. The Elf is powered by the one- 
time SwissAuto engine that achieved 
success in sidecars, and its technical 
quirk is that each cylinder pair shares a 
common crankcase, making two instead 
of the usual four. The gain comes in dis- 
pensing with main bearings, and reduc- 
ing friction. And the Elf certainly did 
have plenty of horsepower. The difficul- 
ty came in trying to make it ridable. The

layout is not very 
amenable to Big 
Bang firing order, 
though they did 
try very hard, 
along with a mas- 
sive balance shaft. 
Nor did they ever 
get their exhaust 
power valves 
working right. The 
bike remained a 
handful through- 
out its first two 
years, and had sus- 
pect reliability to 
boot. 

Once again, 
word is that devel- 
opment will cease 
on the Elf 500 also 
and another private team will be given 
the task - if one can be found that is pre- 
pared to shoulder this heavy burden. 

There are very different reasons for 
the fact that Kenny Roberts’s custom- 
made three-cylinder Modenas did not 
come within spitting distance of targets 
and aspirations, crippled often as not by 
its own technical adventures. The 
design really was relatively radical in 
three particular regards: 

* The V-three engine adopted a 
strange, lopsided architecture, with two 
cylinders sharing one crankcase, and a 
singleton on the side. 

e With no room within the vee for 
conventional carburetors, and to reduce 
size, the team adopted their own “KR” 
electronic carburetors, pressure-fed by 
pump. 

* A small frontal area and good aero- 
dynamic penetration came from the 
compact design, with air ducted to a 
rear-mounted radiator beneath the seat. 

For an all-new design by an all-new 
team - the car-racing people at Tom 
Walkinshaw Racing - the Modenas’ first 
year was far from shabby. By compari- 
son, Honda’s first year with their V-four 
saw it break wheels and crash, and to be 
so intractable in many aspects that it 
was dumped in favor of the old V-three 
by a desperate Freddie Spencer well 
before the end of the season. But Roberts

puts his finger on one particular weak- 
ness that dogged the project throughout: 
It was that old enemy of many motorcy- 
cles - vibration. 

“The crankshaft people told us they 
could make us the cranks that would 
run smooth - but they couldn't deliver." 
Vibration caused fuel-frothing problems 
that made the performance of the wacky 
carbs infuriatingly erratic. Vibration 
contributed to cooling problems, where 
cavitation and poor pumping circulation 
meant it was always running hot. Vibra- 
tion also caused problems familiar to 
anyone who has ridden a '60s Triumph 
or Norton - breakages from crankshafts 
to footpegs, chafed wires, leaks, electri- 
cal problems, and a level of riding dis- 
comfort that makes it a huge pleasure to 
switch the engine off. 

It was almost incidental that, when 
they put the bike in a wind tunnel mid- 
season, the aerodynamics that looked 
good on paper turned out to be deeply 
flawed. 

What the Modenas needs, says 
Roberts, is an engine redesign. The next 
V-three would put a main crankshaft 
bearing in the common crankcase, 
where there now is none, and would 
probably also have a balance shaft, to 
make damn, damn sure to kill the vibra- 
tion so they can get on with developing 
the rest of the bike. 

But this alternative is also in jeop- 
ardy. The Marlboro sponsorship is con- 
sidered almost certain to go, at least 
partly because it's just not enough to 
provide for Roberts' plans. "We need 
more money, more manpower, and 
more commitment than in the first 
year," says Roberts, who is thought to 
be seeking backing from Petronas in 
Malaysia, home of Modenas themselves. 
Modenas' only other model is a step- 
through scooter. 

In the middle of all this, however, the 
Malaysian economy ran into a major 
collapse - leaving the Grand Prix Mode- 
nas out on a limb. 

"Next year, if we can't do it properly, 
with all the backing we need, then we 
won't do it all," concluded Roberts. One 
must hope it was not a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. сх
